can afford college? The very rich... and very poor

Jim's parents can't afford to send him 


to college. 


His family doesn't live in a poor neigh- 


borhood. his father has a steady well- 
paying job. and there are only two chil- 
dren living at home. 


Jim is from a middle-income family in 


the Northwest suburbs — and that's his 
problem. 


His family's income is not low enough 


to qualify for state or federal financial 
aid programs, but ills family is not rich 
enough to afford four years of education 
at a state university and still pay the 
mortgage on their house. 


THAT IS NOT an unusual situation. In 


fact it is happening more often today 
than five years ago. The middle-income 
student is being squeezed out of the edu- 
cation market and in the suburbs, where 
the cost of living is high, a college educa- 
tion is a financial burden for many fami- 
lies. 


The average cost for one academic 


year at Northern Illinois University is 
now about $2,400. Most of the other state 
schools cost about the same as Northern, 
while private schools and out-of-state 
schools cost much more. The price tag 
probably will be higher next year due to 
inflation and increased operating costs. 
Already, the state board of higher educa- 
tion has recommended a six per cent in- 
crease in tuition at state universities 
next year. 


But the problem is not only one of 


higher cost. There have been cutbacks 
this year in student financial aid pro- 


grams which mean fewer, students will 
qualify for assistance. Since eligibility 
standards are based on income and fi- 
nancial need, students who just got in 
under-the wire before, especially middle- 
income students, are now scratched from 
the list. 


W H A T 
THE eligibility standards 


don't take into account is the cost of 


* living in the student's home area. It 


costs more to live in the suburbs than in 
other parts of the state, mainly because 
housing is more expensive. But when a 
student applies for financial aid he lists 


his family's income and it makes no dif- 
ference where he lives. 


"You're not living high.off the hog if 


you're making $15,000 to $20,000 in this 
area," says Vincent Carioti, college 
counselor at Elk Grove High School. Be- 
cause financial aid programs don't take 
the cost of living into account, students 
from the suburbs are at a disadvantage, 
he says. 


MIDDLE-INCOME students from the 


suburbs "get the least amount of aid," 
says Ronald Rosenthal, college counselor 
at Arlington High School, "and they feel 


the pinch more." State programs, such 
as the Illinois State Scholarship and 
grant programs, have higher eligibility 
standards than federal programs, he 
says, and have "loosened up a little bit 
to help the middle-class person." 


The Illinois State Scholarship Program 


should be commended, says James Kill- 
am, college counselor at Maine West 
High School. It's "probably the finest 
program in the country." But he adds 
that since the cost of college education is

Northwest suburbs who doesn't have 
to bow to the almighty fuel pump. He 
just drives his tiny car in the garage 
at night and plugs it in. 


He's Robert McKee, owner of 


McKee Engineering Corp. in Pala- 
tine, and for the past four years, he's 
been turning out prototypes of bat- 
tery-powered electric cars. 


"There's been a lot of interest in 


electric-powered cars lately," McKee 
said yesterday. But don't waste gas 
looking for a local electric-car dealer 
handling McKee's cat's. His vehicles 
cost between $20,000 for the earlier

Standard Oil customers can expect 


to pay 5.8 cents more per gallon on 
both regular and premium gasolines 
starting today, while other com- 
panies already have increased gas 
prices. 


The increase is based on a 73 per 


cent hike on crude oil, said Carl 
Meyerdirk, a spokesman for Stan- 
dard Oil. The increase is being 
passed on to the retailer, who in turn 
passes the increase to the consumer, 
he said. 


For the same reason, Sunoco Oil 


Co. yesterday hiked the price of its 
gasoline 2 cents a gallon. Shell Oil 
Co. increased prices 6y 1-cent per 
gallon, due, company officials said, 


to the towering costs of foreign and 
domestic crude oil. 


Many gasoline stations are ex- 


pecting deliveries from suppliers to 
replenish their pumps which have 
been emptied by the hoards of cus- 
tomers. Gas station managers had 
been juggling with gasoline supplies 
during the last days of the month by 
shortening business hours, imposing 
limits on gas or by shutting down 
completely, 


NOW, INDUSTRY officials 
and 


dealers are speculating that there 
will not be enough gasoline to last 
during the last few days of January 
because of reduced allocations to 
each station. 


"A great many dealers, as high as 


50 per cent, may well be closed the 


last few days of January for not sen- 
sibly rationing their gas," said Rob- 
ert Jacobs, secretary-treasurer of the 
Illinois Gasoline Dealers' Assn. 


He added that there would prob- 


ably be a "free market for the first 
three weeks with most dealers limit- 
ing sales to 3, 5 or 10 gallons there- 
after. 


Dealers are advised to assess their 


supply situation at midmonth and ad- 
just sales on that basis. Jacobs also 
suggested that dealers give stickers 
to regular customers so they can 
"take care of their regulars first." 


He also suggested that motorists 


ride public transportation one day a 
week for the welfare of the country 
and industry. "If we have rationing, 
everyone is going to be hurt.'' 
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You, too, can own McKee's Electric Vehicle...for$20,000. 


models to the $50,000 to $80,000 range 
for the latest designs. 


"Our background is more in the re- 


s e a r c h and development line," 
McKee said, explaining that large 
corporations are buying his pro- 
totypes for their own research. 


One of the latest projects is a van, 


and other vehicles include a golf 
cart, sports model and now a four- 
passenger model. 


ACCORDING TO McKee's figures, 


electric cars make sense for most ur- 
ban dwellers, who make trips aver- 
aging 7.2 miles and carrying 1.2 
people. 


"You can get about 75 miles on one 


charge in city driving," McKee said. 
His cars are capable of speeds up to 
62 miles per hour, well above the 
new speed restrictions expected to be 
set in the coming weeks. 


If the cars ever go into mass pro- 


duction, McKee's designs will need 
some revising to meet stringent U.S. 
safety standards. Because the bat- 
teries tend to make the small cars 
heavy the electric autos fall into 
stricter categories of safety features. 
But mass production isn't coming 
soon, at least for McKee's models. 


"It takes just an awful lot of mon- 


ey to set up a factory," McKee said. 
For now, all of the cars are built and 


designed by McKee and Michael Wil- 
liams, a Schaumburg resident who 
does the body styling for the electric 
cars. 
; 


Before turning to the "car of the 


future," McKee worked with racing 
cars for 20 years. And surprisingly 
enough, the little city cars and big 
racing machines have many of the 
same problems. 


"With the electric cars, you have 


so little power, you have to use it to 
the best advantage, And with racing 
cars, you have a lot of power you 
have to use to best advantage," 
McKee explained. 


Moonlighting 


r 
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policemen do 
mostly for profit

In Wheeling, some are pumping gas. In 


Mount Prospect, they are 
standing 


around in department stores, while in 
Buffalo Grove, they are walking through 
construction sites. 


They all are moonlighting policemen, 


whether their after-hours employment is 
arranged through their respective police 
departments or on their own. Mostly, 
they are working for extra money, al- 
though, some feel jobs such as depart- 
ment store detective are good training 
for their police career. 


All three departments permit police- 


men to work extra jobs and, although 
departmental regulations vary, each in- 
sists that the extra job not interfere with 
their police duties. 


Lt. Ronald Nelson estimates that 5 of 


25 men in the Wheeling Police Depart- 
ment have outside part-time jobs. He 
said he knows of three who pump gas 
and two who drive cement trucks for a 
local construction firm. 


For any '"police-related, 
guard-type 


duty," Nelson said an outside employer 
must contract for a policeman's service 
with the Village of Wheeling. He said this 
is done so that the policeman's regular 
pension and similar benefits and insur- 
ance will still cover him_while he is on 
outside guard duty. 


THE GUARD CATEGORY of jobs cov- 


ers department stores, rock concerts, 
circuses, Christmas duty at the post of- 
fice and the like. 


"We contemplated forbidding all out- 


side jobs," Nelson said, "but we felt it 
would be unfair." Rules were drawn up 
after other area departments' policies 
were investigated. These rules were then 
approved by the policemen. 


As in Buffalo Grove and Mount Pros- 


pect, Wheeling policemen are forbidden 
to sell liquor or work in an establishment 
that does, including operations like bowl- 
ing alleys with louhges. Wheeling police 
chief Peter Guttilla also must approve 
any outside job. 


Nelson said Guttilla is "pretty liberal" 


about what jobs the men can take. 
Freshman policemen are "highly dis- 
couraged" from taking an outside job be- 
cause it might interfere with their train- 
ing, Nelson added. 


IN MOUNT PROSPECT, the situation 


is more liberal. There is no hour limita- 
tion on outside jobs (such as the 20-hour 
limitation in Wheeling) and the police 
chief does not have to approve the job, 
although he is informed of the outside 
employment. 


"It hasn't been a problem," Police 


Chief Bert Giddens said. "There is no 
order on hours yet." 


Although the exact number of Mount 


Prospect policemen who moonlight was 
not available, one patrolman, who works 
part-time as a guard in a store at the 
Randhurst Shopping Center, guessed that 
about 90 per cent of the force at one time 
or another moonlights. 


As in Wheeling, extra-hour assign- 


ments at sporting events, circuses and 
similar activities are handled on a first- 
come, first-serve signup basis with the 
employer hiring through the village. De- 
partment store guard duty is handled 
strictly between the employers and the

Credit economy slipping into red 
Business is booming

If you have never received a due no- 


tice of an unpaid Christmas bill, it might 
be your turn this year. 


Collection agencies arc reporting that 


people who have never fallen behind on 
bills before are slipping this year — 
thanks to a credit economy that is sliding 
more and more into the red. 


"Warnings of far-reaching shortages, 


the energy crisis and predictions of a re- 
cession with rising unemployment have 
not braked this headlong rush into a 
spending spree," said Leonard G. Rose, 
president of Chicago-based National Ac- 
count Systems Inc. Record Christmas 
sales are disturbing because so much of 
the trend involves buying on credit, he 
said. 


"At the first of the year, when the bills 


come due, it's an open question whether 
they can pay in January what they spent 
the month before," said Rose of con- 
sumers. He already has begun to see the 
effects of economic flux. Delinquent ac- 
counts in the last quarter of 1973 showed 
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Bill collectors have plenty of problems, too 


So you think you've got problems trying to pay those holi- 


day bills on time? Consider the headaches suffered by the bill 
collector, who must deal with nasty debtors every day. 


Some debtors do not want to pay, even when they are able. 


They resent raising inflation. They're fearful of their finan- 
cial future. They just plain feel bad, and for the first time in 
decades feel worse off than they were a year ago, according 
to University of Michigan researchers. 


Leonard G. Rose, president of National Accounts Systems 


Inc., Chicago, says tight money and high interest rates add to 


a consumer's woes. He says this pentup frustration and re- 
sentment is turned on the collector, who must remind people 
of their obligations. Some people even leave town to avoid 
their debts, Rose says. The number of these "skips" has 
increased substantially in the past year. 


Despite the increase in bad debt accounts expected for 1974, 


Rose sees some hope for the future. He notes that many 
families are adjusting to shortages and dislocations in their 
lifestyles. "Now if they can just display the same self-dis- 
cipline and control in their financial lives, 1974 could end up 
as one of the best years they've had!" 


a strong increase. The NAS business pro- 
cessed more than $150 million in receiv- 
ables, or overdue accounts, last year. At 
an average $100 a person, this represents 
1.5 million people who bought themselves 
a pack of trouble. 


"BAD TIMES MEAN more business 


for us, of course, but it does not neces- 
sarily, mean better business," says Rose. 
Debtor reluctance shows up in poor col- 
lectibility on accounts. Where the collec- 
tion industry averaged 40 per cent sue* 


cessful collections three years ago, the 
figure has sunk to 28 per cent. 


"So many people spend in anticipation 


of future income, and they can't realisti- 
cally comprehend the fact that their in- 
come can stop, period," said Rose. "In 


agencies 


fact, even a disruption in earning pat- 
terns — temporary layoffs, strikes or 
simply a cutoff of overtime work — can 
push many families over the brink of fi- 
nancial disaster." 


Psychological 
reasons 
account for 


many of the uncollectible accounts, Rose 
contends. He says this unwillingness to 
pay creditors, plus the inflationary pres- 
sures expected in 1974, will magnify the 
problem. 
v 


"During good times, when people opti- 


mistically overextended themselves, a 
large portion of bad debts involve dis- 
cretionary purchases: travel, recreation 
and luxury items," Rose explained. It's 
going to be more painful to cut down pur- 
chases in 1974, says Rose, because a 
higher portion of spendable income will 
be dedicated to necessities. 


AN EXAMPLE OF the problem is bad 


debt loss in the medical field. The bad 
debt loss was $1.2 billion.in 1968. The fig-

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Suburban digest 
Price of inilk 
is raised again

For the seventh time since last January, the price of milk 


in northern Illinois is being raised, dairy industry officials 
said yesterday. The cost of a gallon of milk will go up an 
average of three to six cents effective Monday, to a level 
somewhere between $1.41 and $1.44 a gallon in this area. 
Chicago milk prices have soared from $1.06 a gallon in 
January. 1973. to the present average of $1.38. Central Milk 
Producers, a group of 16 cooperatives, cited decreasing milk 
production and higher farm costs in explaining the increase. 


Hoffman official admits guilt 


A total of six former Hoffman Estates officials have now 


admitted their guilt in a bribery scheme involving Kaufman 
and Broad, Inc.'s, Barrington Square subdivision. Herbert C. 
Gibson, 46, a village trustee from 1965 to 1969, yesterday 
pleaded guilty to two federal charges of bribery and one 
charge each of conspiracy and tax evasion. He was indicted 
Oct. 26 as were five other ex-officials, Kaufman and Broad 
and its attorney, former State Rep. Bernard Peskin. The 
company pleaded no contest to charges of bribing the officials 
and Peskin has pleaded innocent and will go on trial. 


Metron ridership increases 


Metron Systems, a fledgling bus company operating in Ar- 


lington Heights, enjoyed a 50 per cent ridership increase in 
November but is still running in the red. Claude Luisada, 
Metron president, said 1,900 passengers rode the firm's three 
buses in November, up 600 from the previous month. The 
December deficit is expected to be the smallest in Metron's 
four-month history, he said. The ridership increase is attrib- 
uted to growing public awareness of the service, bad weather, 
increasing auto operating costs and concern over gasoline 
supplies. 


Toilet paper in demand 


Local grocery stores are reporting a tremendous demand 


for toilet paper, apparently prompted by rumors of a short- 
age. Not so, say industry officials. If there is any shortage, it 
is being caused by scare-buying on the part of consumers, 
they say. Some companies have taken ads in East Coast 
newspapers to assure the public that the supply is adequate. 


Gifts plentiful in Elk Grove 


Some employes of Elk Grove Village took in more than $100 


worth of Christmas gifts, according to a report released yes- 
terday by Village Mgr. Charles Willis. The 57-member police 
department shared in $1,500 worth of goodies including liquor, 
hams, turkeys and candy. Some key men in tlie streets and 
building departments got gift certificates ranging in value 
from $10 to $50. They may have violated a village rule prohib- 
iting acceptance of gift certificates. Gifts came from con- 
tractors and other businesses which operate in the village.

increasing, "It would be good if they 
could try harder to help people in this 
middle-income bracket." Right now "its 
a real tough situation," he says, and it is 
"difficult for middle-income people to get 
anything." 


The state board of higher education 


has approved an increase In funds for 
Illinois State Scholarships. Part-time stu- 
dents will now qualify for aid and it is 
expected that 75 per cent of these stu- 
dents will attend community colleges. 
The state board also increased eligibility 
standards for state grants but the in- 
crease was slight and will only affect 
about 3,000 students statewide. 


THE REAL problem occurs in federal 


financial aid programs, particularly the 
Basic Opportunity Grant which was de- 
signed this year to replace two other fed- 
eral programs, the Educational Opportu- 
nity Grant and the National Direct Stu- 
dent Loan (formerly -the National De- 
fense Student Loan) program. But the 
new program was not implemented until 
late this year, its appropriation was cut, 
the -two other programs were retained 
but their appropriations were also cut 
and the result was a net loss in federal 
student financial aid to most colleges and 
universities in the country. 


Northern Illinois University lost almost 


$400,000 in federal student aid money this 
year, says William Herrman, coordinator 
of student financial aids. Financial aid 
was either reduced or eliminated this 
year for about 40 per cent of the students 
who qualified for the programs last year, 
he estimates. 


The guidelines for the new Basic Op- 


portunity Grant program are too low, 
says Herrmann. A student can qualify 
only if his family makes less than 
$10,000, has no assets and the student is 
not receiving Social Security payments. 


About 55 per cent of the students at 


Northern are from middle-income fami- 
lies making between $10,000 and $16,000 a 
year. These students can't qualify for 
federal programs, says Hermann. "The 
rules for eligibility are not realistic." 


EVEN IF A student does qualify for 


the new federal aid program, it's hardly 
worth his trouble. The maximum grant 
was supposed to be $1,400 per year but 
was lowered to $452. The forms for the 
program were not mailed until last sum- 
mer when most students were out of 
school. As a result only 200 students at 
Northern are receiving aid through this 
program this year, says. Herrmann and 
the average award is only $260 a year, a 
little more than 10 per cent of the total 
cost of attending Northern. 


"We don't object to the Basic Opportu- 


nity Grant, but they better fund it prop- 
erly and get it to operate," says Her- 
rmann. "And they're already too late." 


Herrmann's sentiments are shared by 


many high school counselors and com- 
munity college financial aid officers. 
"The government program isn't fair," 
says Rosenthal from Arlington High 
School. "It helps students in the lower- 
income area. There is nothing nationally 
that would help the middle-income stu- 
dent."

The federal program hasn't been effec- 


tive at Oakton Community College ac- 
cording to Mike Desamo, assistant direc- 
tor of admissions. Only half a dozen stu- 
dents applied for it and only one student 
qualified. He is receiving $175 this year. 
The old federal programs were not much 
better for Oakton students, says Desamo. 
In fact, the college had to turn back 
$10,000 in federal money this year be- 
cause it doesn't have enough students 
with family incomes low enough to quali- 
fy. 


THERE ARE NOT many alternatives 


open to the middle income student from 
the suburbs who can't qualify for finan- 
cial aid. In the past many students re- 
ceived bank loans but today the interest 
rates on loans are higher and are harder 
to get. "If you don't have good banking 
connections you can't get a loan," said 
Herrmann. "If they don't want to lend 
you the money they don't have to.'' 


Guaranteed student loans, the most 


popular type for students, are controlled 
by federal and state student aid pro- 
grams. That involves paperwork, says 
Herrmann, and "a lot of banks don't like 
paperwork." The interest rate on a guar- 
anteed loan is set at between 7 and 9 per 
cent by most financial aid programs. In 
the present money market, with the 
prime interest rate for a bank's best cus- 
tomer running above 9 per cent, banks 
tend to put their loan money into more 
profitable areas. 


Many students aren't going to four- 


year colleges and universities at all. 
They are attending community colleges 
so they can work part-time and save 
money by living at home. Herrmann esti- 
mates that Northern lost 500 students 
this year because they couldn't qualify 
for financial aid programs. He estimates 
that 40 per cent of these students went to 
community colleges and that more will 
go next year if costs continue to rise and 
eligibility standards for financial aid re- 
main low. 


"Learning at the junior college is just 


as good," says Herrmann, and financial 
aid covers more of the cost there than in 
a university. Because tuition is lower, 
community colleges "can help four stu- 
dents when we can only help one with the 
same amount of money," he says. 


ONE STUDENT who transferred to 


Northern from a community college says 
"I would never have been able to make 
it financially starting at Northern. I 
think this school is too expensive." In 
many states the tuition is lower than in 
Illinois and in some states it's free. She 
says, "that's the way it should be." 


. She brings up a point that is becoming 
popular today with many administrate 


in four year colleges and universities. 
Now, when the cost of tuition is going up 
and enrollment is going down, they see a 
reduction in tuition as a solution to both 
the enrollment and financial problem. If 
more students can afford to go to univer- 
sities, enrollment will go up and cost will 
go down, they say. 


OFFICIALS AT Southern Illinois Uni- 


versity presented a report to the state 
board of higher education last November 
which recommends "a step by step tran- 
sition which would achieve the result of 
providing higher education in the state 
universities of Illinois on a tuition-free 
basis." Beginning in 1974, tuition should 
be reduced to what it was in 1970 says 
the report, and continue until all Illinois 
residents may attend state universities 
without tuition. 


The report says rising tuition charges 


and low financial aid requirements 
"have made higher education a right of 


the poor, the privilege of the rich, and a 
serious problem for large numbers of 
students from middle class families." It 
challenges the state board to decide 
4'whether or not the State of Illinois real- 
ly believes that higher education is a 
right of all the people and not a privilege 
of those who can afford it." 


The state board decided last month. It 


recommended a tuition increase next 
year. 


ADDED to this is the fact that for the 


first time in years, college enrollment is 
declining and is predicted to decline for 
at least a decade. As a result the costs of 
operating state colleges and universities 
will go up as they serve fewer students. 


Educators are beginning to think the 


system of higher education in Illinois 
may have to be changed to meet these 
problems, but no one knows for sure 
what those changes will be.

Mitchell-Stans trial postponed again 


A federal judge in New York agreed to postpone the trial of 


former cabinet officers John Mitchell and Maurice Stans, ac- 
cused of obstruction of justice. The trial, scheduled to begin 
Jan. 9. will probably begin in mid-February. It was the third 
delay granted to the defense since the trial was scheduled to 
begin last September.

The legal speed limit on the nation's 


highways is now 55 miles per hour fol- 
lowing enactment yesterday by Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon of federal legislation 
which curbs speed limits to conserve 
fuel. 


Under the new law, all states which 


fail to comply with the limit will face a 
cutoff of federal aid for highway con- 
struction. No state is expected to balk at 
the federal legislation and some states 
have already lowered their speed limits 
in anticipation of federal action. 


But Illinois, caught without a definite 


plan to reduce state speed limits on some 
roads from 70 mph to 55 mph, is attempt- 
ing to find a way for the action to be 
done speedily. 


A spokesman for Gov. Daniel Walker 


said the governor's office was in- 
vestigating the possibility of Walker re- 
ducing state speed limits by executive 
order, but that it appeared legislation 


would be needed, meaning the legislature 
may have to be called back into special 
session. 


In signing the new federal law, Nixon 


said "estimates indicate we can save 
nearly 200,000 barrels of fuel a day by 
observing a national speed limit of 55 
miles per hour," 


The new speed limit was originally 


mentioned by the President when he 
asked Americans to drive only 50 mph, a 
proposal which brought storms of protest 
from truckers and other professional 
highway users. 


In other energy related matters: 
—The Interior Department Wednesday 


opened 7.7 million acres of 'California's 
ocean shelf, some of it just off Los Angel- 
es, to oil and gas exploration. The action 
is expected to draw heavy criticism from 
environmentalists and recreation in- 
dustry spokesmen since some of the 
areas now open to the oil industry Is in 


Bay with its beaches and valuable 
homes. 


—An independent business and re- 


search group in New York said the gov- 
ernment may have overestimated the 
petroleum shortage in this country by as 
much as 1.3 million barrels a day. The 
Conference Board, an organization head- 
ed by former Sec. of Commerce Alexan- 
der Browbridge, said although the gov- 
ernment has more fuel than previously 
thought, it is no sign the fuel crisis is 
anything but real and that the crisis will 
get worse.

Egyptian and Israeli negotiators in

On the tense cease-fire lines, new 


clashes and artillery fire were reported 
and Israel said its forces had suffered 
their biggest day's casualties since the 
Middle East truce began. 


Previous efforts to work out an agree- 


ment on separating the Egyptian and Is- 
raeli forces ended in deadlock and the 
issue was given top priority at the 
Middle East peace conference in Geneva. 


The Arabs said there could be no real 
peace talks until a settlement was 
reached. 


The Geneva talks were recessed last 


Friday because of Israel's national elec- 
tions in which balloting indicated Prime 
Minister Golda Meir's ruling Labor 
alignment had retained power, but that 
opposition parties advocating no territo- 
rial compromises with the Arabs, had 
gained ground in parliament.

Report hints rise in food prices

The Agriculture Department has re- 


ported that prices of raw farm products 
stopped declining in mid November and 
rose 1.5 per cent in the following month, 
which may mean an increase in con- 
sumer food prices. 


Wheat and cotton reached record highs 


in the report for the month ending Dec. 
15. The report showed raw farm products 
were still 11 per cent below the all-time 
peak reached in August, 1973, but were 
34 per cent above a year earlier. 


The department's monthly report on 


prices farmers get for raw products — 
which could foreshadow another hike in 
consumer food prices, showed beef cattle 
and hogs declined again in December. 
But those drops were more than offset by 
higher prices for wheat, corn, cotton, 
milk, soy beans and eggs. 


If the costs and profits for food proces- 


sors and retailers hold steady or widen, 
the higher raw farm prices would push 
retail prices up. 


Beef cattle prices declined for the 


fourth straight month by $1.90 per hun- 
dred pounds to $37.60 a hundredweight. 
The Dec. 15 cattle price average was the 


lowest since last January and was 27 per 
cent below the August, 1973, peak. Hog 
prices fell $2.20 a hundredweight to 
$38.20, down 32.4 per cent from the Au- 
gust peak. Overall, prices for all meat 
animals combined dropped 5 per cent for 
the month but were 15 per cent above a 
year earlier. 


The $37.60 beef cattle average com- 


pared with $34.80 a year earlier while the 
$38.20 hog average compared with $29.50 
a year earlier. 


A sharp increase in wheat prices — 58 


cents per bushel to a record $4.78 — 
helped push the index of food grain 


prices up 10 per cent to more than double 
the year-ago level. The cotton price in- 
dex rose 16 per cent and was 89 per cent 
above a year' earlier. 


Average prices for dairy products rose 


another 2 per cent in December and 
were 32 per cent above a year earlier. 


The report said farm costs rose 1.5 per 


cent in the month ending Dec. 15 and 
were 17 per cent above a year earlier. 
With both farm costs and prices rising, 
prices remained at 89 per cent of the 
"fair earning power" level, unchanged 
from November but 11 points above a 
year earlier.

Move over, gold hoarders* gasoline 


stockpiles and moat freezers, the toilet 
paper fanatics have joined the ranks. 


Area grocery store managers have re- 


ported a large increase in demand for 
the bathroom necessity and are ordering 
more for shortage-minded consumers. 


Although the paper shortage may seem 


real to local shoppers, reports from the 
East Coast indicate it may be one of 
those word-of-mouth 
national hoaxes 


\vhich occasionally sweep the country. 


In fact, paper company executives 


have taken ads on the East Coast to in- 
form customers frantic buying on toilet 
paper is unnecessary — there is plenty 
available. 


Ute well-publicized paper shortage has 


been blamed as one of the reasons for the 
demand, but store managers are quick to 
point out that customers are cleaning out 
supplies because they are afraid of being 
Caught without tissue, 


LARKY NAVMAN, director of public 


relations for Dominick's Finer Foods 
chain, said. "There's big consumer pres- 
sure in stocking up on it (toilet paper)." 
4'We're finding shortages in many lines 


as well as toilet paper, 
1- he said. "But it 


is the crucial item." 


He added that toilet paper is moving 


well in all Dominick's local stores. Un- 
less the need for the tissue is anticipated 
in advance, replenishing supplies is diffi- 
cult because of the time factor involved 
in shipping the lightweight, bulky mate- 
ri&t he explained. 


The toilet paper is usually shipped by 


railroad because of its bulk, and railroad 
arrangements take longer, Nauman said. 
Trucking costs are more expensive. 


BILL SUHRBUR. merchandising man- 


ager for M. Loeb Corp.. Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, supplier for many small local 
stores, said the rush on toilet paper 
apparently started last week and that the 
supply pull came at the end of the week. 


Suhrbur 
added 
that some stores 


"reached out*of-stock conditions," but 
the company was expecting large car- 
loads of the tissues yesterday. No one has 
mentioned anything about price increas- 


es, but Suhrbur expected that they will 
rise. 


Spokesmen for Jewel Food Store and 


National Supermarkets, reported in- 
creased demand for toilet paper, but 
added that the chain stores' suppliers 
were apparently ready for the surge in 
tissue popularity. 


EMIL LEITNER, manager of Pik- 


Kwik Foods, Roselle, said newspaper ad- 
vertisement 
for toilet paper brought 


people into the store about two weeks 
ago and that the store's supply was near- 
ly mopped up. 


He said there had been very few rolls 


on the shelves, but that he was expecting 
more yesterday. 


Bill Leark, manager for A&P Food 


Store, Arlington Heights, said he has had 
some difficulties in getting more toilet 
paper. He said he ordered about 38 cases 
of the material and that only 18 were 
shipped to the store. 


A spokesman for High-Low Foods in 


Elk Grove Village said the stocks were a 
little lower than usual.

Many educators believe so 


Hearing Problems? 


State School Supt. Michael Bakalis 


he believes the most significant 


thing he has done during his three years 
in office is the development of the "Ac- 
tion Goats tor the 70s.M 


The "Action Goals'' were developed af- 


ter Bakalis held a series of public hear- 
ings in 1971 and were published in book 
form. The document listed goals in many 
areas of education, including things like 
finance, curriculum, teacher training and 
equal education Each goal was strongly 
worded and many placed specific time 
limits on accomplishment. 


The goals created quite a stir, particu- 


larly in places like board of education 
meeting rooms. Many board members 
felt Bakalis was making a "power grab'* 
and was trying to take over all the 
schools In the state. They resented the 
fact that goals said that schools absolute- 
ly "shall" do certain things by a certain 
time. 


Last week, Bakalis issued a second edi- 


tion of the "Action Goals/1 And, while 
some of the language has been toned 
down to placate boards that feared for 
local control, some new problems which 
we sure to be pointed out to the state 
superintednent have also cropped up. 


THE SECOND edition contains a prog- 


ress report on accomplishment of tho 
original goals. As part of the progress 
report, the document lists programs 
which are going on in various school dis- 
tricts around the state that are "in- 
novative" and in keeping with the letter 
and spirit of the goals. 


High School Dist. 214, High School Dist. 


211 and Palatine Twp. Dist. 15 are the 
districts from this area which are men- 
tioned in the new Action Goals. But be- 
fore you jump to the conclusion that the 
other districts in the Northwest suburbs 
aren't doing anything good, listen to how 
the districts listed were chosen.

The state office asked all the districts 


in the state to send in memos describing 
new and Innovative programs they were 
trying. Also, according to Bakalis, there 
were some programs the members of his 
staff had heard of firsthand. When a dis- 
trict sent in a description of a"new, in- 
novative" program, no one from the 
state office went out to see if the pro- 
gram was working or even if it was go- 
ing on at all. In the words of one official, 
"We took them at their word."

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clear. Some districts, and some individ- 
uals in some districts, sent in lots of 
ideas. Other districts didn't send in any 
ideas, frequently because they were 
doing other things — like, for example, 
running "new, innovative'* programs. 


Now, just because the state listed 


mostly the districts which had taken the 
time to send in a description of their pro- 
grams, that does not mean that any of 
the programs listed are undeserving of 
recognition. It is interesting to note, how- 
ever, that the bilingual programs in the 
Chicago public schools are listed, and 
those are the same programs that have 
come under question recently by the Chi- 
cago board of education. 


The chief difficulty with listing specific 


districts in the new edition of the Action 
Goals is that, by listing the programs, 
the state appears at least to be giving 
them a de facto stamp of approval. And, 
no matter how often state officials say 
that they don't mean the list to be ex- 
clusive, and that they don't mean other 
districts aren't doing good things, some 
people are going to misunderstand. 


BAKALIS SAYS HE hopes in time to 


develop a more comprehensive listing of 
innovative programs going on in the 
state. That way, he says, school districts 
will be able to share each other's good 
ideas. 


Now that is certainly needed. After all, 


there's no reason for a district in a far 
downstate county to "reinvent" a pro- 
gram that has already been a success or 
failure in the Northwest suburbs. 


But in order to develop the list, I sure 


hope Bakalis' staff intends to do more 
than accept unquestioningly the public 
relations releases sent to him by school 
districts. 


After all, every innovative program 


any school official sees fit to tell the 
state office about cannot possibly be 
good. That's just the law of averages.

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Europe 
build railways for fast travel

NEW YORK - While Americans insist 


on traveling by airplane and automobile, 
the Europeans are rushing to rebuild 
their railway system to handle passenger 
trains at 120 mites an hour. 


The Europeans thus are betting on rail- 


ways as the economic backbone of the 
future. On the other hand, the bill just 
passed in Congress to restructure the 
railways in ir Northeastern and Midwes- 
tern states with the aid of $2 billion in 
government guaranteed loans is expected 
to create a trunkline freight system in 
the main. 


Passenger service will be restricted to 


a few corridor lines with high density 
business travel Even commuter service 
is largely being taken over from the rail- 
roads by local communities. 


THE AMERICAN railroads are no 


longer considered a factor in the tourist 
business, The Europeans have a different 
attitude. They are restructuring their 


railroads to take over an ever-increasing 
share of tourist traffic from the airlines, 
restoring the railways to their dominant 
position of half a century ago in short 
haul traffic. 


The goal is to shift virtually all short 


haul traffic in Europe from the highways 
and the airways to the railways by 1985. 


The plan for this has been drawn up by 


the International Union of Railways rep- 
resenting 50 government and privately 
owned carriers. The plan is being publi- 
cized by the union in the United States 
because of the importance of American 
tourist dollars. 


The goal is to make train travel more 


economical and faster than travel by car 
in most of Europe and to make it faster 
than airline travel for round trips of 300 
miles or less. The gain in time, as com- 
pared with the planes, comes from elimi- 
nation of taxi or bus trips to and from 
airports. 


The European 
plan required tre- 


mendous rebuilding. Roadbeds on major 
trunklines must be built up to a stand- 
ard allowing trains to move safely at 120 
miles an hour and to average 90 miles an 
hour.

« and so starts the hunt for the legen- 
dary rose-covered cottage." 


A BECENT STUDY showed that male 


executives are far more marriage-mind- 
ed than their female counterparts. Of 100 


— and all with substantial incomes, only 
36 indicated any real desire to marry in 
the near future. Queries of the same 
number of single men in similar age and 
salary brackets revealed that the oppo- 
site holds true — 87 were either already 
planning marriage or had hopes of mar- 
rying in the not-distant future. 


Bowler adds that these findings coin- 


cide with the national profile of men and 
women, aged 35 to 44, with annual in- 
comes over $12,000. Fully 32 per cent of 
these wage-earners are single women — 
whereas single men comprise only 4.3 
per cent of the mix, "Evidently, money 
and marriage for men go hand-in-hand." 


He further comments that many of the 


women felt their careers were of prime 
importance. They feared marriage would 
rob them of a sense of freedom and con- 
ceivably even their jobs — not to men- 
tion their paychecks.

The railway union claims its plan will 


move passengers by a train at an aver- 
age speed of 81 miles an hour, including 
necessary stops, whereas the most a mo- 
torist can hope to average on European 
roads is 54 miles an hour. 


The plan will reshape the main railway 


routes in Britain, France, Germany, 
Switzerland, Austria, Italy and Spain. 


The whole plan is based on the con- 


viction that for Europe and possibly for 
the rest of the world in the years to 
come, the private automobile and the 
airplane wiU be too slow and too ex- 
pensive for all except longer passenger 
trips.

incorrectly cite the U.S Constitution — 
before 200 voters, three tape recorders 
and two reporters. 


Under questioning by the reporters, the 


candidate will persist in his error. Before 
the story appears in print, he will realize 
his error and telephone the reporters, 
imploring that his public statement be 
revised to conform to reality. One report- 
er will comply. The candidate will bear a 
lifelong grudge against the other. 


—The Night of the Candidates. A wom- 


en's organization will succeed in getting 
28 candidates together on the same plat- 
form on a snowy night in March. The 
audience will consist of eight women, 
only three of which live in a district 
served by any of the 28 candidates. Each 
candidate will speak for four minutes, 
two more than alloted them. There will 
be one question from the audience, di- 
rected at "Any of the candidates who 
chooses to repond."

Enrollment 


Declining public school enroll- 


ment, a unique phenomenon in the 
Northwest suburbs, should offer 
the incentive for higher quality 
education in 1974. 


As reported In the Herald last 


week, nearly every school district 
here is experiencing an enrollment 
decline or stabilization, with only 
Schaumburg Dlst 54 still growing 
rapidly* 


Other districts, after years of too 


many children and too few desks 
and buildings, now find themselves 
with just the reverse — too few 
children, too many desks. 
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Logically, this should be the per- 


fect time to trim budgets, as 
.simple arithmetic dictates fewer 
students equals fewer costs — but 
it isn't as simple as that. 


School officials find supply costs 


have zoomed upwards with in- 
flation. State aid contributions 
d r o p as enrollment declines. 
Teachers demand more in pay- 
checks, and the schools built in the 
1960s must be paid for in the 1970s. 


In short, the enrollment drop 


won't create massive savings for 
taxpayers in the immediate future. 
We're pretty much locked into pre- 
sent school expenditures. With 
careful budget trimming, some 
money can be saved — and school 
boards should insist that costs 
should be reduced, wherever pos- 
sible. 


But there are important educa- 


tional benefits hidden behind the 
stabilization of population growth 
here. We offer a few possibilities 
for educators to consider: 


—Declining enrollment does not 


follow a precise pattern, but gener- 
ally smaller classes are coming, 
and that should encourage greater 
use of individualized instruction. 


—Empty school rooms or build- 


ings can be used for after-hours 
school use or for community use.

—School officials now need to 


spend less time on planning for 
more buildings and to spend more 
time on the quality of suburban 
education.

of the baby boom, has done an ex- 
cellent job for the children of sub- 
urbia. We have no quarrel with the

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Food price-tags periled 


by MICHAEL J. CONLON 


WASHINGTON - The day may be 


coming when shoppers strolling down the 
aisle of their neighborhood supermarket 
no longer can find prices stamped on 
each can of juice or jar of peanut butter. 
. They may have to rely instead only on 
shelf stickers. This possibility is viewed 
dimly by some consumer spokesmen who 
say stickers are often out of date, hard to 
read and difficult to match with the food 
item they are supposed to represent. 


An end to the practice of stamping 


prices on each product in a store is a 
likely outgrowth of electronic technology 
now rapidly settling on the supermarket 
industry. Starting next year, and increas- 
ing during the next three to four years, 
many supermarkets will switch to com- 
puter-backed electronic checkout sys- 
tems. 


Instead of a cash register, these sys- 


tems use a scanner. Most products in the 
store will carry, on their labels, a code 
number and a symbol consisting of black 
and white bars. For instance, when the 
checkout clerk passes a can of peas over 
the scanning slot in the counter, the 
number and spacing of bars on the sym- 
bol will trigger from the computer's 
memory the exact price for that particu- 
lar brand and size. 


The symbols will be on the products 


when they arrive from the manufacturer. 
All the store has to do is program the 
computer for the price it wants that sym- 
bol to ring up. The time the shopper 
stands in line at the checkout will be 
drastically reduced but the big savings is 
to the supermarket in inventory informa- 
tion and labor savings, including an end 
to the need to stamp the price on each 
food product in the store.

Galloping inflation may make our friend the dollar bill obsolete

WASHINGTON - Years ago the nation 


lamented the passing of the value of th« 
penny coin. Then it was the nickel and In 
time the two-bit piece. Now it seems the 
cry is; "You can't buy anthing for a dol- 
lar anymore.'* No doubt about it, the 
buck, the geetah, the old $1 greenback 
has seen its more useful days. 


So it is that the Treasury Department, 


in its wisdom, is thinking about resolving 
this lamentable circumstance. 


It may bring back the $2 bill. 
James Canton, director of Treasury1* 


bureau of engraving and printing, says 
the thought has been kicking around for 
several years now. "As early as i960 we 
recommended to the secretary of the 
Treasury that the two-dollar bill be print- 
ed again. Right now the idea is under 
very active study both by its and the 
Federal Reserve/1 


The reasons, says Conlon, are three- 


fold: 


• The dollar doesn't go so far any- 


more. What can one buy for a one? Two 
gallons of gas, if it's available at all. A 
pair of shoestrings and a package of po- 
tato chips. A fellow in New York atlli 
sells fireplace logs for 99 cents apiece. 


• The American Revolutionary Bicen- 


t e n n i a 1 Commission 
wants com- 


memorative space on the back of the 
new bill and hopes its reeirculation will 
advertise 1976, The commission, facing 
citizen apathy, is at this point grasping 
for any publicity it can get. 


• The $1 bill has a disproportionate ra-

to it some peculiar significances. 


In the end it was superstition that did 


the two in. Reed says that people would 
be found hit by a train, or dead from a 
fall off the building, and $2 bills would be 
in their pockets. There would also be 
ones and fives, perhaps, but the twos 
were remembered and stigmas fixed. 
Eventually, 
some business concerns 


found the public would not even accept 
the bill in change and this only aggra- 
vated the idea it may be funny money. 


NO PHONY MONEY, however. Some 


people apparently did mistake the $2 bill 
with stories of the $3 bill produced by the 
Confederacy of the Civil War. "It's as 
phony as a $3 bill,*' became, for an er- 
roneous few, "It's as phony as a $2 bill." 


But, the two was never phony. Ques- 


tioned about this by a news reporter in 
the 1930's, a Treasury official joked: "I 
assure you the $2 bill is worth $2. If any- 
one doubts this they may send me per- 
sonally all their $2 bills and I will prove 
their worth by spending the money on 
everything I need in the nearest store." 


Yet in its own way the public rejected 


the bill's value anyway. Sailors during 
World War II, who for some reason were 
often paid with disproportionate numbers 
of twos, gave them to prostitutes who 
would then hastily give them to pimps, 
who would in turn give them to the mer- 
chants who would turn them into the 
banks. Recalls a Treasury official of the 
buck passing: 


"Everybody wanted to get rid of the 


twos. And eventually most of them 
wound up in banks, which could not get 
rid of them. Usage dropped to nearly 
nothing. When we discontinued the note 
it accounted for only a half-per cent of 
all bills circulating." 


BUT ALL THAT is past, hopes the 


Treasury Department. Conlon believes a 
"good 
public information 
program" 


could smooth the way for the $2 return. 
He says other nations, such as Canada 
and Australia, use $2 currency with no 
problems. One idea to stimulate some in- 
terest in the new bill has been introduced 
in the House of Representatives — Rep. 
Victor Veysay (R-Calif.) has proposed 
putting the picture of feminist Susan B. 
Anthony on the $2 face, an idea that 
doubtless would win favor among women 
and guarantee the bill wide introductory 
comment. 


Still acceptance can be no foregone 


conclusion. Dr. V. Clain-Stefanelli, direc- 
tor of the numismatic division of the 
Smithsonian Institution, remembers giv- 
ing Cardinal Spel 1man a $2 bill to auto- 
graph years ago. 


He 'thought nothing of it, but other 


people did. His conclusion: "Either there 
is a superstition or there isn't. If there is 
there is no use trying to overcome it. 
Once something like that gets in the pub- 
lic mind, forget it, it would do no good to 
try and bring the bill back." 


Unless of course 'they were to, ah, be 


given out at a reduced rate.

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The environment 
State to upgrade 
all drinking water 


by LEA TONKIN 


Drinking water standards will be upgraded in Illinois, pend- 


ing the approval of Illinois Environmental Protection Agency 
proposals. 


The EPA wants all public water supplies in the state to be 


chlorinated. The proposed regulations also specify amounts of 
chemicals such as arsenic, copper, cyanide, mercury and zinc 
that would be allowed in a public water supply, 


Chlorination should help to control the source of such water- 


borne diseases as typhoid, cholera and polio, according to the 
EPA. Of the 1,600 public water supplies in Illinois, approxi- 
mately 930 are already chlorinated, Chlorination is currently 
required only for surface water supplies or for other supplies 
that have a history of possible contamination. 


Public hearings are scheduled on the proposed standards. 


They will be conducted by the Illinois Pollution Control Board 
en Jan. 8 and 9 at Chicago Circle Campus, University of 
Illinois, Chicago; Jan. 15 at Southern Illinois University in 
Carbondale; and Jan. 22 at the Holiday Inn, Galesburg. The 
public is invited to testify at the meetings. The PCB may 
modify or adopt the proposed regulations.

ure has risen 40 per cent to a whopping 
$1.7 billion loss. 


Utility and medical accounts are han- 


dled by the Credit Bureau of Western 
Cook County in Oak Park. The agency 
includes the Credit Bureau of Arlington 
Heights. According to assistant manager 
Dick Mitchell, the firm's collection divi- 
sion has encountered a moderate in- 
crease in accounts over the past several 
months. 


"You'd be surprised at the volume of 


business we get," said Mitchell. Debtors 
are first contacted by mail or phone. The 
skips — debtors who leave town without 
a forwarding address — are traced down 
by the credit bureau, which is paid on 
the basis of its collection success. 


If an overdue bill is paid within 30 


days, it will not be entered on the indi- 
vidual's credit record, Mitchell said. 


When the debtors are contacted, the 
most common excuses are "It's someone 
else's bill" or UI didn't receive the bill," 
he said. 


COLLECTION ACTION by utilities of- 


ten is initiated within a creditor's busi- 
ness operations. Once the account is 
handed over to a collection agency, it's 
no longer active, according to David 
Price of Commonwealth Edison Co.'s 
general services department. "If they 
move and leave a bill unpaid, then it's a 
bad debt account that's no longer on the 
books," said Price. 


Edison writes off hundreds of thou- 


sands of dollars a month in uncollectible 
accounts. Price said the total "could run 
close to $3 million" for 1973. Collection 
agencies are successful with only 3-20 
per cent of Edison accounts. 


There are many other delinquent ac- 


counts which Edison effectively services. 


Past due reminders, second and final re- 
minders are sent to tardy customers. 


"It's unfortunate that some people wait 


until we turn off the service," said Price. 
He says the economic forecasts for 1974 
"don't indicate it's going to be a very 
good year." This could lead to added col- 
lection problems, said Price. 


MANY BANKS have their own collec- 


tion departments, 
adds Robert' Schu- 


mann, installment loan officer at Mount 
Prospect State Bank in Mount Prospect. 
Telephone calls and letters from the 
bank adjusters are effective in dealing 
with most debtors. "Also peaceful pos- 
session — we will go out and get a car if 
we can talk them out of it, but that's 
infrequent," said Schumann. Most hard- 
core collection work on auto loans is han- 
dled by an outside agency, said Schu- 
mann. 


"Using the credit card is a little too 


easy," says Schumann of reasons why 
consumers overextend credit. He antici- 
pates an increase in collections for 1974. 
"We're seeing people who never received 
notices before getting them now," Schu- 
mann said. 


Overextended consumers may choose a 


consolidation loan as a means of spread- 
ing out payments, or they may contact 
creditors and ask if they will accept a 
lower payment. Some people learn a les- 
son from a credit squeeze, and their 
record is amended at a reporting bureau 
as a "paid" account. 


"Then you have the others who go 


right back into it. They can't stand the 
prosperity after a consolidation loan. 
They're credit ignorant," said Schu- 
mann. He adds that credit management 
education in school or by finance experts 
would eliminate many credit problems 
for the consumer.

Underground *pickle* disposal 


WASTE PICKLE liquor, an acid solution that's left over ' 


from the chemical removal process on the surface of steel, 
may be safely disposed underground. At least, that's what the 
Interior Department's Bureau of Mines reports. 


The waste is injected into permeable underground rock for- 


mations. After long storage periods, most of the acid in the 
solution is neutralized and the iron in the liquid is absorbed, 
the report said. Underground disposal is three to six times 
cheaper than surface treatment and disposal 


Subsurface disposal of the WPL was evaluated at the Mt. 


Simon sandstone formation — a deposit which extends under 
much of Indiana and Illinois. The Mt. Simon location is used 
by a steel plant for disposal because the permeable sandstone 
is sandwiched between impermeable layers of granite and 
dolomite. 


A Loblolly renaissance? 


STORY OF JOHNNY LOBLOLLYSEED: Residents In the 


vicinity of Idabel, Okla., and in southwestern Arkansas are 
taking part in the Weyerhaeuser Co. seed acquisition drive 
for reforestation programs. The company shells out $3 for 
each bushel of ripe, unopened loblolly pinecones. They're hop- 
ing that more than 41 million bushels of the pinecones will be 
gathered by local residents. 


The seed will be processed at Weyerhaeuser's forest rege- 


neration center near Magnolia, Ark. About half the seeds will 
be used for growing seedlings in the nursery. Weyerhaeuser 
will reforest approximately 114 million acres in Arkansas and 
Oklahoma in the 1974 planting season.

Plans for the state highway have pro- 


ceeded slowly and are far behind original 
projections of completion. Complaints 
about the planned path of the road de- 
layed progress for some time, and there 
were fears that Gov. Daniel Walker 
might scrap the state secondary highway 
construction program that included the 
expressway. 


The four-lane highway was announced 


in 1971. by Sigmund Ztejewski. highway 
division regional transportation engineer, 
At that time, he said the expressway and 
another one planned to run north and 
south in a corridor west of Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove would be completed within 
six years.

the north-south route near Buffalo Grove. 


Bill Flanagan of IDOT said Gov. Walk- 


er has since proposed that Til. Rte. 53 be 
extended north and south of its present 
length and be designated an interstate 
route. His plan was an alternative to the 
Crosstown Expressway sought by Chi- 
cago Mayor Richard Daley. 


The federal government has not up- 


proved plans to designate that highway 
as interstate, and has held up other high- 
way plans until the governor and the 
mayor agree on a single plan for new 
routes.

is a tube connected to the part that will 
grow into the intestinal tube that comes 
out to the umbilicus. It is called a yolk 
stalk. The tube really is a long pouch-like 
structure like the intestine and it is sup- 
posed to disappear. It may remain as a 
fiberous ligament. In other instances, the 
tube-like structure remains open as a 
blind pouch off the small intestine. The

long pouch can, on rare instances, con- 
nect the small intestine to the umbilicus 
and even be open and drain. 


The tubular pouch or the ligament that 


remains is connected to the small in- 
testine at a point about one to three feet 
above where the small intestine joins the 
colon and to the umbilicus. In most in- 
stances it causes no problem, particular- 
ly if it is only a remaining ligament. 


The tubular pouch, or diverticulum, 


can have displaced stomach lining tissue 
or even tissue from the pancreas. It can 


bleed causing problems or most often it 
can become inflammed causing abdomi- 
nal pain. 


BECAUSE OF its unusual location it 


doesn't fit any good pain pattern. It may 
closely resemble appendicitis. And, it 
can mimic almost any abdominal dis- 
ease. The pouch opens off the lower end 
of the small intestine. For this reason an 
X-ray of the stomach or the colon will 
miss it, in most cases. All of these rea- 
sons combined mean that doctors can't 
really diagnose most cases of these prob- 


lems without surgery. 


The tubular pouch is usually quite 


small, no bigger around than the small 
intestine and commonly no longer than 
two inches. Some pouches as long as 10 
inches have been reported. Even if the 
pouch is fibrosed into a ligament, it is 
still possible for the area to cause an 
obstruction of the small intestine. The. 
ligament-like bands behave a lot like ad- 
hesions and obstruct the small intestine 
at or near the point of attachment. 


Just as in the case of your daughter, 


the diagnosis is usually first made by an 
exploratory operation. Once the problem 
is found, it can be corrected completely 
by the surgical procedure. The surgery 
literally corrects the birth defect. 


All of this means that your daughter 


should not have any more problems from 
her Meckel's diverticulum, and she got 
the right treatment.

Don't be misled 
by book ads 


"Some misleading advertising on the 


Social Security program has appeared in 
the Chicago area recently," said Norman 
0, Jerome, manager of the Arlington 
Heights Social Security office. 


"These ads, which promoted the sale 


of a book, have contained provocative 
statements about Social Security that are 
misleading and are obviously designed 
with one objective in mind — to promote 
the sale of the book!" added Jerome. 
The books generally sell for $3 to $4,99, 
according to Jerome, or can be obtained 
by subscribing to a consumer-type news- 
letter. 


As an added inducement, some pub- 


lishers agree to provide the subscriber 
with a confidential report of "your Social 
Security account" at no additional costs. 
"Actually, this report can be obtained by 
sending a postcard available in our office 
free of charge," Jerome said. 
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— the application of mental health prin- 
ciples to the world of work where most 
people spend a major part of their time. 


Dr. David Bruce Robbins, clinical as- 


sistant professor of psychiatry at Cornell 
University Medical College, has chosen 
to work in this area because he believes 
the working people of the world often 
need help on the job or because of the 
job. 


In his work as psychiatric consultant 


for a large corporation, Robbins sees 
stresses of all sorts in every aspect of 
the working world, "For instance," he 
pointed out, "a blue collar or factory 
worker is under day-to-day pressures 
such as keeping up with the production 
schedule. The white collar worker has 
longer range pressures of planning and 
budgeting. All workers are subject to 
conflicts with co-workers and managers, 
and managers between each other. 


"WE ALSO ARE available to help 


workers with personal emotional prob- 
lems which effect 'their lives and their 
capacity to work. Mostly, we try to ar- 
range for outside counseling for the indi- 
vidual with a problem, but we let them 
know our door is open and they can talk 
to us confidentially. 


"This differs from, say, an initial inter- 


view with an appb'cant for a job where I 
tell the person straight off what the pur- 


pose of the interview is. I don't promise 
confidentiality that is impossible under 
the circumstances where I'm trying to 
determine if the person has. emotional 
disorders that prevent him from effec- 
tively doing the job for which he is ap- 
plying." 


For the most part, Robbins believes 


that initial screening of an applicant 
should be done medically or psy- 
chiatrically — not by the personnel de- 
partment at time of hire. He objects to 
application forms that ask "Have you 
ever been in treatment or in a psy- 
chiatric hospital." "Once a person is con- 
sidered eligible for the available posi- 
tion," Robbins said, "then it's fair to ask 
medical questions, if the information ob- 
tained is used constructively." 


BUT FOR THE most part, there are 


two reasons Robbins objects to quizzing 
an applicant about his psychiatric his- 
tory. First, there is a stigma attached to 
having had psychiatric treatment, and 
though the, prejudice is fading, it still ex- 
ists. This would incline a job applicant to 
not be completely candid about past or 
current treatment. 


Second, Robbins believes there is no 


correlation between psychiatric diagnosis 
past or present and work effectiveness, 
"whether they're able to do the job that's 
open, which is the real question." 


A l s o , Robbins favors 
psychiatric 


screening for particular issues, working 
out a format that makes sense. "For in- 
stance," he said, "I've done annual ex- 
aminations of people in security positions 
who carry weapons. In that instance, we 
know clearly and plan what we're look- 
ing for. 


"And we in the occupational mental 


health field try to steer clear of manage- 
ment that tries to use us to get informa- 
tion to use against an applicant or em- 
ploye. The employer is entitled to infor- 
mation obtained with the full cooperation 
of the interviewee, but professional eth- 
ics do not allow the psychiatrist to 
'pump' a person who believes his revela- 
tions are confidential, only to have a full 
report given to his present or potential 
boss without his consent." 


ROBBINS' primary mission in the 


working world is the prevention of men- 
tal illness. He counsels management on 
the effects of their decisions upon their 
underlings, on their probably emotional 
acceptance and coping devices for vari- 
ous decisions, such as relocation or per- 
sonnel changes. 


Robbins said, "I would like to direct 


the use of psychiatry in business toward 
the relief of situations in the work place 
that we know definitely will produce 
mental illness and casualties."

Basic philosophy practiced at north- 


west suburban hospitals (Northwest 
Community, Lutheran General, Alexian 
Brothers and Holy Family) puts the 
patient first. 


Those training and working in health 


professions now are people-oriented, not 
task-oriented as in the past. Encouraged 
to be empathetic with — not detached 
from — their patients, health care pro- 
fessionals now are better able to help 
patients deal with fears and anxieties of- 
ten brought on by accident and illness. 
Patients are recovering faster and better 
with this kind of "caring," report local 
hospitals. 
, 


Attitudes of those working In health 


care are vital in helping patients and 
their families to cope with stresses and 
problems of illness. But local hospitals 
also are reaching out in both practical 
and esthotically satisfying ways to serve 
their patients . . . and to keep them as 
contented and happy as possible during 
their hospital stays. 


TAKE FOOD, for example. Stale jokes 


about bad hospital meals still are band- 
ied about the airwaves and in nightclubs. 
The jokes may be stale but not the meals 
prepared for northwest suburban hospital 
patients. 


Dietary staff members create multiple 


meal choices attractively decorated and 
garnished for those patients allowed a 
general diet. Wine is served at specified 
times, or in some cases, with each eve- 
ning meal if the doctor permits. 


New parents are treated to a real 


"send off" at Holy Family Hospital in 
Des Plaines. Before they take home that 
new baby, parents enjoy a steak and 
champagne dinner — a "night out" — 
courtesy of the hospital, reports George 
Schulte, public relations director. 


Another example of imaginative meal 


planning are special holiday menus. On 
Christmas day, patients feasted on rock 
cornish hen at Lutheran General Hospi- 
tal, according to Mrs. Jen Rosenbrook, 
assistant public relations director. And 
for a "very reasonable price," Northwest 
Community Hospital served patients and 
their visitors a seven-course holiday 
meal on Christmas Day, said Ann Fin- 


ney, public and patient relations person. 
Dietitians attempt to make meals a 
pleasure for patients, not a chore, added 
Robin Leach, public relations director at 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center. 


MAKING THE patient's whole stay as 


pleasant as possible is the goal at local 
hospitals. Hospital personnel recognize 
that a person's surroundings affect his or 
her feelings. The psychology of color and 
design now used in hospital lobbies, wait- 
ing rooms, hallways and patients' rooms 
is designed to please and to soothe the 
senses . . . in contrast to the stark and 
sterile white of yesteryear. Too, many 
medical people have discarded their 
white uniforms for those with more col- 
orful eye appeal. 


Also to please the visual senses, area 


hospitals are displaying art about'their 
institutions, rotating it for variety. Some 
works are for sale, and visitors, patients 
and staff members often purchase "fa- 
vorites" for gifts,or to take home. Gift 
shops and gift carts also are operated by 
v o l u n t e e r s for the convenience of 
patients and visitors. 


Volunteers play a very important role 


helping to keep patients comfortable dur- 
ing hospital confinement. Their selfless 
service is valued equally by hospital per- 
sonnel and patients, report hospital 
spokesmen. 


A M O N G CONCERTED efforts to 


please patients, volunteers deliver mail, 
magazines, flowers and 
newspapers. 


They greet and direct visitors at recep- 
tion desks, "wheel" patients from ad- 
mitting and upon departure, and to diag- 
nostic testing centers and other destina- 
tions within the hospital. For example, 
volunteers visit with patients scheduled 
for x-rays, take them to that department 
and offer support to those waiting in 
x-ray or in emergency rooms. One of the 
"happiest" jobs for both volunteers and 
new parents is when the volunteer car- 
ries a new baby to the 'hospital door at 
departure time, noted Northwest's Mrs. 
Finney. 


Rigid hospital rules are being relaxed 


for the benefit of patients and their fami- 
lies . . . especially in obstetric and pe- 
diatric departments, according to hospi- 
tal sources. Visiting hours vary from 
regularly scheduled — but flexible — to 
open hours and overnight stays. For ex- 


ample, Lutheran General provides chair- 
beds for parents wishing to spend the 
night with a sick child, said Jen 
Rosenbrook. 


"Most hospital rules are flexible under 


c e r t a i n conditions," advises Robin 
Leach. This is especially true at holiday 
times and in times of great stress for 
families, she added. 


HOSPITALS recognize that the com- 


fort of religion may help patients and 
their families during the strain imposed 
by illness. In accordance with their hos- 
pital philosophy of "Human Ecology for 
the Total Human Being," Lutheran Gen- 
eral conducts an extensive pastoral care 
program. Pastoral Care provides a 
"ministry" for people of all religious 
faiths and conducts a multi-faceted pro- 
gram of education and counseling that 
reaches into the community. 


Alexian Brothers leads interfaith wor- 


ship programs over closed TV, and both 
Alexian and Holy Family hospitals pro- 
vide all services, comforts and rites of 
the Catholic church. The religious-based 
hospitals maintain chapels for their staff, 
patients and families. 


At Northwest Community Hospital, a 


C a t h o l i c priest is available daily, 
patients may request comfort from the 
Ministerial Association, and patients* 
personal ministers are welcome at hospi- 
tals. 
'OTHER EFFORTS hospitals are mak- 
ing to keep patients happy and to help 
•speed their recovery include such ni- 
ceties as free TV and telephones. Hospi- 
tals permit patients to call with no extra 
charge within specified areas. 


Some hospitals maintain barber and 


beautician services, or have them on call 
for patient requests. 


Ways to save patients time and money 


also are a consideration at local hospi- 
tals. Making arrangements for profes- 
sional home care, outpatient surgery and 
pre-surgery testing are examples. Test- 
ing can be scheduled at slack times to 
prevent waiting and to avoid hospital- 
ization for the service. All four hospitals 
cite their social services departments for 
their "beyond the call of duty" aid to 
patients, and all encourage their entire 
staffs to dispense TLC (tender loving 
care) to that No. 1 person in the hospital, 
the patient.

absence from an academic environment. 
Others worry about how they will be able 
to keep up with their normal family re- 
sponsibilities and do well in school. Oth- 
ers just don't know where to begin — 
whom to call to find out needed informa-.

The outlook for 1974 
American family in trouble

It&m; Father of five skips and starts a 


new nest with his mistress and their 
child 3,000 miles away. Without benefit of 
divorce, without any new marriage li- 
cense. 


Item: Mother of nine leave home, tak- 


ing two young children under five. To bill 
and coo in a new nest with her iover. No 
divorce, no new marriage. 


Add to these items; People breaking 


up marriages and families legally, 
through divorce. Approximately four of 
every 10 couples married in 1073 will not 
live happily ever after. They will divorce 
after,'on the average, seven years of 
conjugal bliss and bitterness. 


Marriage dissolution could be the No. 1 


subject on the family front in 1974 and 
perhaps the No. 1 subject of the decade. 


That point was made by numerous au- 


thorities launching new U.S. Senate sub- 
committee hearings on "American Fami- 
lies: Trends and Pressures." The hear- 
ings, under the chairmanship of Sen. 
Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., will move 
to the front burner in 1074. 


THE INSTITUTION OF legalized mar- 


riage, what's more, Is being questioned 
by young persons. Cohabitatlng without a 
marriage license is a growing trend on 
college campuses — so much so that so- 
cial scientists at Cornell University's Col- 
lege of Human Ecology now put out a 
Cohabitation Research Newsletter, re- 
porting on studies on that subject at col- 
leges nationwide. 


Research In this area cannot be as ex- 


acting as research In physics, But it is 
evident that many students on the trial 
marriage trail are themselves progeny of 
the soured marriages of their parents. 
They have seen the toll of marriage on 
the rocks, they have tasted its bitter har- 
vest — bickering, hurt and hate. They 
are not going to seal a conjugal deal 
themselves unless they can be reason- 
ably sure it will work out. In the interim, 
cohabitation on campus or off. It stems 
from a search for an emotional mooring 


~*thrust of marriage. 


IN THE YEAR ahead, inflation and the 
energy crisis will affect families that 
don't break up. The Census Bureau esti- 
mates there are 46.3 million husband- 
wife families and 8.1 million of some oth- 
er type. The latter category includes 6.6 
million families headed by a female, 


The Census Bureau defines a family as 


a group of two or more related persons 
who live together in a house or apart- 
ment. Two out of every three of the hus- 
band-wife families have children or a 
relative living with them. 


Inflation continuing will mean families 


having increasing difficulty even robbing 
Peter to pay Paul. It will mean further 
taking in of the belt and it will mean 
more and more mothers out of the home 
working to help pay the bills. Most moth- 
ers who work are helping pay bills and 
otherwise provide for their families, in- 
cluding in some cases, dependent par- 
ents. 


Federal agencies estimate over 40 per 


cent of all wives are in the labor force. 
Among those with children under six 
years of age, 30 per cent are working 
outside the home — making adequate 
daycare facilities a No. 1 priority on the 
family front again in the year 1974 and 
every year thereafter until enough are 
Gstn b lis hcd 


THE ENERGY CRISIS, cramping va- 


cation and other pleasure driving, may 
inject more togetherness on homefronts 
everywhere — especially on weekends. 
For families accustomed to being on 
wheels much of the time, for family 
members used to going separate and dis- 
tant ways, the new togetherness may be 
a plus or a minus. Either it will make 
the family stronger-discovering one an- 
other's company as something pleasant. 
Or — it will make the family weaker, 
exposing sources of friction and leading 
to arguments and, perhaps, eventual 
breakdown of communication. 


The energy crisis carries the seeds of 


financial disaster for some families. If a 
fuel-dependent industry must shut down, 
paychecks stop. In an energy-dependent 
society such as America has become, 


there are solid signs many paychecks 
will be disrupted in the new year. 


Dr. Urie Bronfenbrenner, a professor 


of human development and family stud- 
ies, College of Human Ecology, Cornell 
University, doesn't see much to cheer 
about on the family front. He told the 
subcommittee on children and youth: 


"THE SITUATION is especially critical 


for the families of black Americans. Of 
all black children, over half (53 per cent) 
live in families below the poverty line; 
the corresponding figure for whites is 11 
per cent. 


"Of all black children, almost half (44 


per cent) have mothers who are in the 
labor force. The corresponding figure for 
whites is about a quarter — 26 per cent. 


"Of all black children, over 30 per cent 


live in single parent families; the corre- 
sponding figure for whites is seven per 
cent. 
• 


"The census does not provide com- 


parable information for other groups liv- 
ing under duress, such as American In- 
dians, Mexican Americans, whites living 
in Appalachia and so on. If and when 
such data becomes available, they are 
likely to show similar trends." 


All isn't rosy with intact families, the 


well-off economically ones — black or 
white. Dr. Bronfenbrenner, considered by 
his peers the nation's No. J authority on 
the family, said: 


"AMONG THESE 
FAMILIES, re- 


search shows parents are spending less 
time in activity with their children." A 
trend is to children's hotels, places 
where well-off parents may park their 
children when they want a week in the 
sun or a month at sea. 
, 


The authority sees the family needing 


all kinds of help — from the neighbor- 
hood, from the world of work, and from 
social and political institutions at the lo- 
cal, state and national level. 


"The family," he said, "is the most 


humane, efficient and economical system 
for 'making human beings' known to 
man."

Kerosene or mineral spirits 
should loosen tub flowers 


. Dear Dorothy: The rubber nonslip 
flowers I stuck in the bottom of my bath- 
tub a few years ago are slowly coming 
iuflstuek and disintegrating. Can you sug- 
gest what I might use to remove those 
.still affixed to the tub, and to leave the 
tub clean and receptive to a new crop of 
aonslip flowers? — Helen Benson. 


The Porcelain Enamel Institute recom- 


mends that a cloth be saturated with 
Jceroseae or mineral spirits paint thinner 
;and laid over the flower area for about 
25 minutes to loosen the adhesive back- 
ing. Then one should use a single-edge 
razor blade (in one of the holders sold in 
hardware stores) and scrape up the soft- 
ened adhesive, Done carefully, with a 
slanting motion, it should come off and 
any metal marks can be removed with 
the gentle cleaners recommended for 
porcelain bathtubs. Should yours be one 
of the old porcelain-on-cast-iron tubs 
made before '64. there could be a bit of 
&aln — but the tub at least would be 
fctean and ready for a new crop of flow- 
ers. 


Dear Dorothy: I'm curious about how 


jellied cranberry sauce is made. Do you 
know? — Susan Tuthill 
, For whole sauce, the berries are cook- 
ed with sugar and water until the skins 


pop. For jellied sauce, the berries are 
cooked twice, once with water, then the 
strained puree is cooked again with hot 
liquid sugar and water.

BANKAMERICARD HAS taken the in- 


itiative in trying to solve the .consumer 
problem of dissatisfaction with merchan- 
dise or services purchased with a credit 
card. 


The problem is that the consumer has 


•no lever on the merchant to gain re- 
dress; if he withholds payment for the 
item, it is the credit card company he is 
not paying, and they traditionally have 
taken a position of non-responsibility in 
consumer disputes. 


The Federal Trade Commission has 


been studying this situation and has pro- 
posed a new rule that would forbid credit 
card issuers from disclaiming responsi- 
bility for their client merchants. 


In the meantime, 
however, Bank- 


Americard is offering to mediate dis- 
putes between consumers and merchants 
over credit card purchases.

be required to disclose whether finance 
charge refunds will be given if a con- 
sumer pays off a debt before the con- 
tract deadline. 


Creditors will have to provide this in- 


formation 'before a contract is signed, ac- 
cording to requirements of the Federal 
Reserve System (FRS). For example: 
It the cash price of an item is $100 and 
the finance charge for a year is $20, the 
consumer normally signs an obligation to 
pay $120 in 12 monthly installments of 
$10 each. 


If the consumer repays the obligation 


in full before the maturity deadline, he 
may or may not receive a refund on a 
portion of the $20 finance charge. That 
decision is made by the creditor. If the 
creditor will not make a refund, he must 
tell the consumer before the obligation is 
signed. 


The FRS already requires creditors 


who do make refunds to explain to con- 
sumers the method of the refund.

ways," he said. "Capable personnel are 
available because of others' staff reduc- 
tions. The competition for well-situated 
land parcels is less intense. So is the 
competition for sales because fewer units 
are being built and some developers tem- 
porarily may be out of the market. 


"Most important, by continuing to 


build, a developer with sufficient finan- 
cial backing will have housing available 
for immediate sale when the market in- 
evitably strengthens — as we expect it 
will before late 1974." 


Developers will continue to face chal- 


lenges in the coming year, Simon said. 
In the Chicago area, there will be no sig- 
nificant increases in the mortgage mon- 
ey supply — unless the state's usury lim- 
it is changed. Costs will continue to in- 
crease; some construction pay scales 
scheduled to increase in 1974 already 
have been negotiated. Land will be more 
costly, primarily because of higher car- 
rying charges for money tied up in land 
purchase. 


Expenditures related to ecology and 


contributions of cash or land demanded 
of developers by municipalities will add 
increasingly to the prices of individual 
housing units — up to several thousand 
dollars in some locations. These include 
lump-sum donations for school, park or 
other community-service purposes, and 
"such specific demands as buying a new 
fire engine or helping pay for a new vil- 
lage hall," Simon said. 


"These 'in-front' outlays are demanded 


despite the fact that as they are built, 
homes in a new development are sub- 
jected to real estate taxes to pay for tax- 
supported services." 


Taking all these increases into consid- 


eration, Simon foresees an 8 to 10 per 
cent increase in housing costs in the Chi- 
cago area in 1974, Accordingly, he point- 
ed out, qualified buyers should try to de- 
cide on making a home purchase as soon 
as they can. 


"Despite problems, the demand for 


housing continues to exist," Simon said. 
"Housing developers in the Chicago area

Four booklet* on the advantages of 


softened water are available free from 
the National Quality Water Committee. 
They are: 


1. "Soft Water & Soap: A Solution to 


the Pollution Revolution." The booklet 
discusses the problems caused by hard 
water and the pollution problems attrib- 
uted to phosphate detergents. It points 
out that soap is an excellent substitute 
for detergents when used with softened 
water. Ask for A-25. 


2. "The Right Way to Wash Your 


Hair." The advantages of shampooing 
your hair often and the right way to do it 
are discussed. The booklets says that 
softened water is best for the scalp, and 
win give you more beautiful hair. Ask 
for A-23. 


3. "Quality Water — Your First Step to 


a Cleaner Wash." The booklet points out 
that many homemakers tend to concen- 
trate on the soap or detergent they use to 
launder their clothes, ignoring the quali- 
ty of the water, which is all-important. 
Softened water will produce a cleaner 
wash and save on soap and detergent, 
too. AskforA-21. 


4. "Treated Water Essential in Ware 


Washing." This booklet spells out how 
doing the dishes in softened water makes 
for cleaner and better appearing dished, 
silverware, etc. Ask for A-24.

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For those who are lucky enough to 


have a fireplace, there are a few things 
you can do to make the evening more 
colorful says James E. Schuster, horti- 
culturist at the DuPage County Coopera- 
tive Extension Service office in Wheaton. 


Treat pine cones, kindling wood or 


tightly rolled newspaper with one of the 
following suggested chemicals for a little 
color change. Copper sulphate will give a 
green color — calcium chloride will give 
an orange color — while copper chloride 
will give a blue color. For a purple 
flame, try potassium chloride and try 
lithium chloride for a carmine colored 
flame. 


A definite warning must 'be remem- 


bered at all times; use these chemicals 
only in well-ventilated fireplaces. TUese 
fumes are toxic, warns Schuster. 


Other warnings which add to using 


these chemicals safely are: 


1) Keep chemicals out of reach of pets 


and children. 


2) Never use chlorates, nitrates or po- 


tassium permanganate by themselves or 
with another compound. 


3) Buy only what can be used imme- 


diately — avoid storing the chemicals (it 
takes one pound of chemical to one gal- 
lon of water) 


4) Treat products outside, while wear- 


ing rubber gloves, and don't spill the so- 
lutions. 


5) Chemicals should be dissolved in 


plastic pails since metal ones can be 
ruined. Use a separate container for 
each solution. 


6) Submerge the material being 


treated in the chemical solution for 24 
hours. 


7) Drain over container and then dry 


on newspapers. Bum the newspapers lat- 
er. 


If these warmings are followed, one 


can have a safe but colorful fireplace for 
the winter holidays, says Schuster. 


Again, use only in smokeless, well-ven- 


tilated fireplaces as the fumes are dead- 
ly.

"Living With the Energy Crisis" has a 


68-poim checklist of cost-cutting sugges- 


tions, and charts presenting a simplified 
way for homeowners to calculate heat 
savings from various amounts of in- 
sulation and window protection. 


Among the suggestions: 
Install storm sash early in the heating 


season. Insulate ceilings and walls. In- 
stall a storm door and weatherstrip both 
storm door and inside door. Caulk 
around window and door frames. 


Have heating system checked, adjusted 


and cleaned. Close fireplace damper 
when fireplace is not in use. Shut off 
spare rooms not in use. Each 1 degree 
Fahrenheit lower room thermostat set- 
ting can save 2 to 3 per cent in fuel. 


Night thermostat setback of 10 degrees 


may save 7 per cent of fuel in poorly 
insulated homes, but much less in in- 
sulated houses. 


The circular points out that basement 


heat losses usually are ignored. Base- 
ment walls also should be insulated and

"Insulation in the Home" tells how as 


much as half the fuel can be saved for 
some houses. 


Fifty per cent is the saving estimated 


for a typical two-story frame house with 
wood or shingle siding to which tight 
storm windows and doors, 4 inches of in- 
sulation between ceiling joists and 3 5/8 
inches between wall studding is applied. 


Facts about insulation and fuel saving, 


many from years of careful research at 
UIUC, are presented in this non-technical 
circular. It has a table showing reduc- 
tions in fuel consumption possible in 
eight typical types of construction for 
one-or two-story homes. 


Benefits of insulation pointed out in- 


clude greater comfort by making wall 
and window surfaces warmer, reduced 
drafts and more uniform heat, money 
saved by reduced fuel needs and a small- 
er heating plant or less load on existing 
equipment, and cleaner walls and ceil- 
ings because dust and dirt do not gather 
on warm surfaces as on cold. 


Good insulation will not attract insects 


and mice, will not form a fire hazard, 
will not absorb moisture and get soggy 
and will not deteriorate or settle, the cir- 
cular explains. 


Types of insulation include flexible 


blankets or batts of mineral wool made 
of slag, glass or rock; fill-type insulation 
poured or blown into place, and reflec- 
tive insulation involving metal foil or a 
foil surface and insulating boards. 


"Heating the Home" tells about vari- 


ous heating systems — warm air, hot 
water, electric — the different kinds of 
installations and how they work. 


"Fuels and Burners" tells about vari- 


ous heat sourcts — oil and gas burners, 
liquefied petroleum, electricity, coal — 
and has a table for comparing costs. 


"Chimneys and Fireplaces" has infor- 


mation about construction and mainte- 
nance, including air circulating fire- 
places which are much more efficient 
heat producers than ordinary fireplaces.

While much of 
America concerns itself with the alarm- 
ing complexities of events this winter, 
Mashburn must worry about simpler 
problems. His teeth are rotting, his chil- 
dren are ill-clothed, he lives in a shack 
that leans with the wind. As Tennessee 
temperatures begin -to dip, he cannot 
worry about San Clemente so much as 
the prospect of his family using outdoor 
plumbing in a freeze. 


AND HE IS NOT alone. Snake Hollow 


is a brief valley between a mountain and 
a ridge in northeastern Tennessee, re- 
sembling nothing so much as Snuffy 
Smith country without the gags, and per- 
haps 200 people live here in fundamental 
privation. Dog dung lies on broken por- 
ches, windows are patched with card- 
board, there is a one-room schoolhouse 
heated by an ancient coal stove. Nobody 
starves, says a resident, but otherwise 
there isn't much optimism. 


and authorities alike pledged to bring all 
U.S. citizens into 20th-century affluence. 


Unfortunately, the attention was short- 


lived. Poverty cannot compete with Wa- 
tergate for the public interest. Says a 
spokesman for the Federal Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity: 


"Our fight has faded. Helping the poor 


is no longer chic." 


At least it is no longer high priority. 


The OEO itself has been massively 
wounded by official neglect (President 
Nixcf* proposed its disbandonment two 
years ago) and has no more than a year 
to live. Other poverty programs are suf- 
fering almost equally; in Tennessee, vir- 
tually unnoticed among the welter of oth- 
er depressing world news, it has been 
announced that up to 40,000 people are 
due to be chopped from the welfare rolls, 
among them 2,800 poor and disabled chil- 
dren being cut from day care and special 
education classes. 


IT'S NOT THAT poor people are being 


entirely forgotten. The Health, Education 
and Welfare Department says that tax- 
payers still spend about $1.7 billion a 
month to assist 14 .7 million under- 
privileged or afflicted U.S. citizens (most 
of them — 11 million people — classified 
as elderly, blind, disabled or children). 
And it's not that progress hasn't been 
made; in 1960, according to state figures, 
33 per cent of Tennessee's population 
was considered poor, while today the to- 
tal is only 21 per cent. 


But the poverty focus Is just not there 


anymore. Partly because the United 
States has turned to other emergencies 
such as corruption on high and alarming

themselves resist help. As right here in 
Snake Hollow, Pride knows no economic 
level and the mountain people resent the 
snooping and alterations that accompany 
bureaucratic 
assistance. Indeed, the 


backlash has been precisely predictable: 
"We ain't like outsiders say," grumps a 
Snake Hollow 'man, "we get along all 
right here." 


ACTUALLY, IN some, ways the people 


of Snake Hollow (they are a copper-col- 
ored, inbred group called Mulungeons, 
origin unknown) do get along. That is 
to say they manage. They help each oth- 
er, they insist on certain rules of con- 
duct, a few have managed to get steady 
jobs and build sturdy homes. Also, their 
land is lovely. And as for being back- 
ward, resident Gillis Harvey says: 


"Sometimes I think there's too much 


learning. I've got TV, but it' confusing. 
The President says one thing, the Con- 
gress says another, and, well, I get so I 
don't know who to believe." 


Yet the general situation here, that of 


people living from hand to mouth, is no 
less deplorable in 1973 than it was in 
1963. Hancock, the county surrounding 
Snake Hollow, is the poorest in the state; 
authorities believe that of 7,000 county 
residents 4,200 earn less than $4,300 a 
year and live in substandard homes. And 
Snake Hollowites have it even worse: 
Residents say large families live here 
with no work, no welfare — and consid- 
ering the diminishing profile of the poor 
they may have no hope either, 


Hope? For poor people that is very of- 


ten something others make possible. And 
this winter as problems escalate every- 
where, there seems to foe a shortage of it 
at all levels. 


"Used to be a lot of people come in 


here and lopk around," says Curtis Bell, 
age 74, leaning on a pair of crutches. 
"Now 
they all stay in Washington, 1

Racking up extra storage space 


No house has enough storage space. If 


you are building or remodeling you can 
plan extra storage before the work is 
completed If you are living la an older 
home and have no plans to remodel then 
finding new storage space may be a 
problem. 


All storage is a personal matter. It dif- 


fers from family to family. The right ap- 
proach to solving the problem is to start 
by determining what you must store, 
then determine the best way to do it. 
Make an inventory so you know whether 
it's books, linen, clothes, shoes or tools 
that need extra facilities. Determine in 
what parts of the house these various 
items should be stored. 


After this you can begin to sort out the 


solutions. 


MANY INSTANCES simple rear- 


ranging of existing facilities may be all 
that is needed. Most closets are poorly 
organized. This also is true of many cab- 
inets. 


Will a few extra shelves help? Make 


them adjustable so they can be rear- 
ranged from time to time. Maybe draw- 
ers or trays instead of shelves will do 
more to help. 


How about an extra rod for hanging 


clothes? Short items or children's clothes 
can be hung from a rod placed closer to 
the floor than the ceiling, or placed in a 
waist-high area. 


There are dozens of gadgets on the 


market to make your storage easier. You 
can find rods that pull out or fold away, 
special hardware for hats, special racks 
for almost anything. 


YOUR KITCHEN cabinets can offer 


more space with some of these gadgets. 
Special hooks and racks can make them 
more efficient. You can hang an extra 
drawer on the underside of a wall cabi- 
net. The drawer is lightweight, comes 


complete with casy-to-install drawer 
guides. 


Find spots out of the main traffic areas 


in which to place extra storage facilities. 
Consider wall spaces in out-of-the-way 
places. Shelves or cabinets can be in- 
stalled in corners. They can be hung high 
enough so that there is still room for fur* 
niture below. Book shelves can be in* 
stalled on the sides of a doorway and 
even above it. 


That window against which you can't 


put anything anyway can offer space. 
Place shelves below it. Use a low chest, 
place cushions on it and you have a win- 
dow seat. 


MOVE FURNITURE around to make 


better use of wall space. If there are 
paintings or photographs on the wall, 
consider whether moving them might 
make the space available for shelves. 


Some free-standing storage units serve 


as furniture. Wall to ceiling (or almost 
that high) cabinets can be used as room 
dividers, turning a large room into two 
smaller ones and creating a storage wall 
where there was none before. 


You can buy or build multi-storage 


units to go on a single wall. These units 
are designed to house hi-fi equipment, a 
television set, records and books. Ar- 
range shelves so that every part of the 
unit is used for the items that best fit it 
or it will become a Junk collector.

Pennies nearly priced out of the copper market 


Because of the rising price of copper, 


the Treasury Department has asked Con- 
gress to grant standby authority to the 
Secretary of the Treasury to change the 
present copperalloy of the one-cent piece 
to an aluminum alloy. 


Upon approval of the legislation and 


determination by the Secretary of the 
Treasury that the use of copper in the 
cent is no longer practical, the' Mint 
would go into production of aluminum 
one-cent pieces. Tests are presently 
being conducted on seven different alloys 
to determine which will achieve a quality 
% per cent aluminum alloy cent. 


IT WOULD TAKE at least three 


months to produce and secure enough of 
the alloy to begin full production. Until 
the Mint's supply of bronze is exhausted, 
copper cents would continue to be pro- 
duced. 


Current law requires the cent to con- 


tain 95 per cent copper and 5 per cent 
zinc. This past year the price of copper 
has more than doubled, and in recent 
weeks the price has exceeded $1 per 
pound compared with a 50 cents a pound 
price last January. 


With copper prices fluctuating around 


$1 per pound, the metal cost of a one- 
cent piece is approximately 0,7 cents. 
Manufacturing and transportation ex- 
penses amount to roughly 0.2 cents for 
each piece, making the total cost of a 
copper-bronze coin nine-tenths of its face 
value. 


In a recently completed study, alumi- 


num alloy proved to be the most prac- 
tical alternative to bronze. It is durable, 
corrosion resistant and has proved to be 
an acceptable coin metal in 36 countries 
of the free world. 


THE CHANGE from copper to alumi- 


num currently selling at 30 cents a 
pound, would result in a $40 million sav- 
ings in a year — a savings that would be 
returned to general treasury funds to the 
benefit of all taxpayers. A 50 per cent 
energy saving in cent strips production 
and transportation would be an added 
advantage during the current crisis. 


Whether or not this would necessitate a 


design change is yet to be determined. 
But if all goes as planned, Lincoln would 
remain the central feature.

The Lincoln cent has changed com- 


positions four times since 1909. From 
1909 to 1943 it contained 95 per cent cop- 
per, 2.5 per cent zinc and 2.5 per cent tin,

XEW YORK - After weeks of gloomy 


developments the nation recently got a 
bit of good business news. 


Afost important, it was disclosed that 


the United States had a thumping $2.24 
billion balance of payments surplus in 
the third quarter. Combined with the 
steady improvement in the payments 
balance in the current quarter, "this is 
enough to wipe out the deficit of the first 
half of the year and Insure a favorable 
balance for the whole year in sharp con- 
trast with last year's $9.8 billion deficit. 


The great significance of this is that it 


forecasts both a strong dollar and prob- 
ably a continuing good demand for 
American goods abroad. 


AN'D THE international Organization 


for Economic Cooperation and Devel- 
opment said in Paris that, in its consid- 
ered opinion, the Arab oil embargo could 
not seriously harm the economy of the 
United States. The OECD said the United 
States could readily absorb a 13 per cent 
reduction in total consumption of energy. 


But the fuel crisis continued to wreak 


much hardship. 


Many more layoffs were announced in 


the airline industry. The airline pilots 
considered, then abandoned a proposal to 
call a Christmas strike to protest what 
they believed was discriminatory treat- 
ment of the airlines in fuel allocations.

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Meet Wilfred Hetzei: hero of the freak shot circuit

Wilfred Hetzei. who bills himself as

In the two years since the Lord of Life

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Hot and hearty dishes 
warm cold winter days

On wintery days a hearty and hot beef 


dish is always welcome. Preparing 
these, 1 invariably use a heavy Dutch 
oven for cooking and beer as an in- 
gredient. 


The Dutch oven is ideal for browning 


and possesses a heavy lid for long cook- 
ing over low heat which produces a fine 
product. Beer has the values of increas- 
ing flavor, especially in beef and pork, 
and also serves the Important role of ten- 
derizing. 


Two classic recipes are European in 


origin, one Belgian, the other German. 
The first is Boeuf a la Flam a ride or more 
often served in American restaurant as 
Carbonnades a ia Flamande. 


To serve eight or for two meals since 


this dish seems to gain flavor on reheat- 
ing, buy four pounds of first-cut beef 
brisket, eye of round or lean chuck. In 
the latter two cases you'll need the beef 
to be at least an Inch thick. Cut beef into 
16 pieces. 


In the Dutch oven brown 4 cups sliced 


onions In 4 tablespoons butter. Reserve 
onions and brown the meat on all sides in 
the same butter. When meat is browned, 
sprinkle with flour, add the cooked on- 
ions, 2 cups beer, i tablespoon vinegar, 2 
teaspoons salt, 
4£ teaspoon freshly 


ground black pepper, 1 teaspoon sugar, 2 
bay leaves, ^ teaspoon thyme, and 3 ta- 
blespoons minced parsley. Cover and 
cook over low heat or in a low oven for 3 
hours until meat is very tender. Serve 
with a baked or oven-browned potato and 
a green vegetable. 


THE GERMAN dish, termed Munich 


Beef, requires marination which length- 
ens preparation time. To serve six, pur- 
chase 3 pounds lean round or rump steak 
and cut it into two-inch cubes. Put into a 
glass or enameled pan and cover with a 
marinade made by mixing 3 cups beef, 1 
cup minced onions, I'/a teaspoons salt, 
J/i 


teaspoon freshly ground black pepper. 
Marinate overnight. 


When ready to cook, remove meat and 


save the marin&de. Melt 3 tablespoons 
drippings or shortening in the Dutch 
oven ami brown meat cubes on all sides. 


Now add the reserved marinade and 2 


carrots, scraped and sliced. Cover and

cook over low heat or in a low oven for 
2& hours. When meat is tender remove 
to a hot platter. Add to the gravy 1 table- 
spoon of flour mixed with a little water, 2 
tablespoons grated orange rind, 2 table- 
spoons currant jelly, and 1 tablespoon 
lemon juice.

cups warm water 


1 package dry yeast 
2 tablespoons honey 


cup instant nonfat dry milk 


1/3 cup cooking oil 


1 tablespoon salt 
1 cup raw or toasted wheat germ 


6% cups unbleached flour 


Pour warm water into a large mixer 


bowl. Sprinkle yeast on top and allow to 
soften. Add honey, dry milk, oil, sak, 
wheat germ and 3 cups flour. Beat three 
minutes, at medium speed of mixer. Add 
remaining flour, mixing by hand. When 
you can hold your hand on the dough for 
30 seconds without having the dough 
stick to your hand, you have enough 
flour. Turn onto floured surface and 
knead two minutes. 


Place in a warm, oiled bowl, turning 


once to coat dough with oil. Cover with 
plastic wrap and set in a warm place to 
rise until double, about one hour. 


' Punch down a$d IJorm into loaves. You 
may use 3 pans, size 7% by 3% inches, or 
2 pans, size 8% by 4%'inches. Brush 
loaves lightly with oil, cover loosely with 
plastic wrap, and let rise until double, 
about 45 minutes. Bake in a 375 degree 
oven 35 to 40 minutes. Brush with oil or 
butter after baking. 


If you are in a hurry, you may double 


the amount of yeast and the bread will 
turn out Just as well.

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Who can afford college? The very rich... and very poor

Jim's parents can't afford to send him 


to college. 


His family doesn't live in a poor neigh- 


borhood, his father has a steady well- 
paying job, and there are only two chil- 
dren living at home. 


Jim Is from n middle-Income family in 


the Northwest suburbs — and that's his 
problem. 


His family's income Is not low enough 


to qualify for state or federal financial 
aid programs, but his family is not rich 
enough to afford four years of education 
at a state university and still pay the 
mortgage on their house. 


THAT IS NOT an unusual situation. In 


fact it is happening more often today 
than five years ago. The middle-income 
student is being squeezed out of the edu- 
cation market and in the suburbs, where 
the cost of living is high, a college educa- 
tion is a financial burden for many fami- 
lies. 


The average cost for one academic 


year at Northern Illinois University is 
now about $2,400. Most of the other state 
schools cost about the same as Northern, 
while private schools and out-of-state 
schools cost much more. The price tag 
probably will be higher next year due to 
inflation and increased operating costs. 
Already, the state board of higher educa- 
tion has recommended a six per cent in- 
crease in tuition .at state universities 
next year. 


But the problem is not only one of 


higher cost. There have been cutbacks 
this year in student financial aid pro- 


grams which mean fewer students will 
qualify for assistance. Since eligibility 
standards are based on income and fi- 
nancial need, students who just got in 
under the wire before, especially middle- 
income students, are now scratched from 
the list. 


W H A T 
THE eligibility .standards 


don't take into account is the cost of 
living in the student's home area. It 
costs more to live in the suburbs than in 
other parts of the state, mainly because 
housing is more expensive. But when a 
student' applies for financial aid he lists 


his family's income and it makes no dif- 
ference where he lives. 


"You're not living high off the hog if 


you're making $15,000 to $20,000 in this 
area," says Vincent Carioti, college 
counselor at Elk Grove High School. Be- 
cause financial aid programs don't take 
the cost -of living into account, students 
from the suburbs are at a disadvantage, 
he says, 


MIDDLE-INCOME students from the 


suburbs "get the least amount of aid," 
says Ronald Rosenthal, college counselor 
at Arlington High School, "and they feel 


the pinch more." State programs, such 
as the Illinois State Scholarship and 
grant programs, have higher eligibility 
standards than federal programs, he 
says, and have "loosened up a little bit 
to help the middle-class person." 


The Illinois State Scholarship Program 


should be commended, says James Kill- 
am, college counselor at Maine West 
High School. It's "probably the finest 
program in the country." But he adds 
that since the cost of college education is

Standard Oil customers can expect 


to pay 5.8 cents more per gallon on 
both regular and premium gasolines 
starting • today, while other com- 
panies already have increased gas 
prices. 


The increase is based on a 73 per 


cent hike on crude oil, said Carl 
Meyerdirk, a spokesman for Stan- 
dard Oil. The increase is being 
passed on to the retailer, who in turn 
passes the increase to the consumer, 
he said. 


For the same reason, Sunoco Oil 


Co. yesterday hiked the price of its 
gasoline 2 cents a gallon. Shell Oil 
Co. increased prices by 1-cent per 
gallon, due, company officials said, 


to the towering costs of foreign and 
domestic crude oil. 


Many gasoline stations are ex- 


pecting deliveries from suppliers to 
replenish their pumps which have 
been emptied by the hoards of cus- 
tomers. Gas station managers had 
been juggling with gasoline supplies 
during the last days of the month by 
shortening business hours, imposing 
limits on gas or by shutting down 
completely. 


NOW, INDUSTRY officials 
and 


dealers are speculating that there 
will not be enough gasoline to last 
during the last few days of January 
because of reduced allocations to 
each station, 


"A great many dealers, as high as 


50 per cent, may well be closed the 


last few days of January for not sen- 
sibly rationing their gas," said Rob- 
ert Jacobs, secretary-treasurer of the 
Illinois Gasoline Dealers' Assn. 


He added that there would prob- 


ably be a "free market for the first 
three weeks with most dealers limit- 
ing sales to 3, 5 or 10 gallons there- 
after. 


Dealers are advised to assess their 


supply situation at midmonth and ad- 
just sales on that basis. Jacobs also 
suggested that dealers give stickers 
to regular customers so they can 
"take care of their regulars first." 


He also suggested that motorists 


ride public transportation one day a 
week for the welfare of the country 
and industry. ."If we have rationing, 
everyone is going,to-be hurt."

There's at least one driver in the 


Northwest suburbs who doesn't have 
to bow to the almighty fuel pump. He 
just drives his tiny car in the garage 
at night and plugs it in. 


He's Robert McKee, owner of 


McKee Engineering Corp. in Pala- 
tine, and for the past four years, he's 
been turning out prototypes of bat- 
tery-powered electric cars. 


"There's been a tot of interest in 


electric-powered cars lately," McKee 
said yesterday. But don't waste gas 
looking for a local electric-car dealer 
handling McKee's cars. His vehicles 
cost between $20,000 for the earlier 


You, too, can own McKee's Electric Vehicle.... for $20,000. 


models to the $50,000 to $80,000 range 
for the latest designs. 


"Our background is more in the re- 


search and development line," 
McKee said, explaining that large 
corporations are buying his pro- 
totypes for their own research. 


One of the latest projects is a van, 


and other vehicles include a golf 
cart, sports model and now a four- 
passenger model. 


ACCORDING TO McKee's figures, 


electric cars make sense for most ur- 
ban dwellers, who make trips aver- 
aging 7.2 miles and carrying 1,2 
people. 


"You can get about 75 miles on one 


charge in city driving," McKee said. 
His cars are capable of speeds up to 
62 miles per hour, well above the 
new speed restrictions expected to be 
set in the coming weeks. 


If the cars ever go into mass pro- 


duction, McKee's designs will need 
some revising to meet stringent U.S. 
safety standards. Because the bat- 
teries tend to make the small cars 
heavy the electric autos fall into 
stricter categories of safety features. 
But mass production isn't coming 
soon, at least for McKee's models. 


"It takes just an awful lot of mon- 


ey to set up a factory," McKee said. 
For now, all of the cars are built and 


designed by McKee and Michael Wil- 
liams, a Schaumburg resident who 
does the body styling for the electric 
cars. 


Before turning to the "car of the 


future," McKee worked with racing 
cars for 20 years. And surprisingly 
enough, the little city cars and big 
racing machines have many of the 
same problems. 


"With the electric cars, you have 


so little power, you have to use it to 
the best advantage. And with racing 
cars, you have a lot of power you 
have to use to best advantage," 
McKee explained. 


Credit economy slipping into red 


Moonlighting 
policemen do it 
mostly for profit

In Wheeling, some are pumping gas. In 


Mount Prospect, 
they are standing 


around in department stores, while in 
Buffalo Grove, they are walking through 
construction sites. 


They all are moonlighting policemen, 


whether their after-hours employment is 
arranged through their respective police 
departments or on their own. Mostly, 
they are working for extra money, al- 
though some feel jobs such as depart- 
ment store detective are good i training 
for their police career. 


All three departments permit police- 


men to work extra jobs and, although 
departmental regulations vary, each in- 
sists that the extra job not interfere with 
their police duties. 


Lt. Ronald Nelson estimates that 5 of 


25 men in the Wheeling Police Depart- 
ment have outside part-time jobs. He 
said he knows of three who pump gas 
and two who drive cement trucks for a 
local construction firm. 


For any ."police-related, guard-type 


duty," Nelson said an outside employer 
must contract for a policeman's service 
with the Village of Wheeling. He said this 
is done so that the policeman's regular 
•pension and similar benefits and insur- 
ance will still cover him while he is on 
outside guard duty. 


THE GUARD CATEGORY of jobs cov- 


ers department stores, rock concerts, 
circuses, Christmas duty at the post of- 
fice and the like. 


"We contemplated forbidding all out- 


side jobs," Nelson said, "but we felt it 
would he unfair." Rules were drawn up 
after other area departments' policies 
were investigated. These rules were then 
approved by the policemen. 


As in Buffalo Grove and Mount Pros- 


pect, Wheeling policemen are forbidden 
to sell liquor or work in an establishment 
that does, including operations like bowl- 
ing alleys with lounges. Wheeling police 
chief Peter Guttilla also must approve 
any. outside job. 


Business is booming—for collection agencies

If you have never received a due no- 


tice of an unpaid Christmas bill, it might 
be your turn this year. 


Collection agencies are reporting that 


people who have never fallen behind on 
bills before are slipping this year — 
thanks to a credit economy that is sliding 
more and more into the red. 


"Warnings of far-reaching shortages, 


the energy crisis and predictions of a re- 
cession with rising unemployment have 
not braked this headlong rush into a 
spending spree," said Leonard G. Rose, 
president of Chicago-based National Ac- 
count Systems Inc. Record Christmas 
sales are disturbing because so much of 
the trend involves buying on credit, he 
said. 


"At the first of the year, when the bills 


come due, it's an open question whether 
they can pay in January what they spent 
the month before," said Rose of con- 
sumers. He already has begun to see the 
effects of economic flux. Delinquent ac- 
counts in the last quarter of 1973 showed 


Bill collectors have plenty of problems, too 


So you think you've got problems trying to pay those holi- 


day bills on time? Consider the headaches suffered by the bill 
collector, who must deal with nasty debtors every day. 


Some debtors do not want to pay, even when they are able. 


They resent raising inflation. They're fearful of their finan- 
cial future. They just plain feel bad, and for the first time in 
decades feel worse off than they were a year ago, according 
to University of Michigan researchers. 


Leonard G. Rose, president of National Accounts Systems 


Inc., Chicago, says tight money and high interest rates add to 


a consumer's woes. He says this pentup frustration and re- 
sentment is turned on the collector, who must remind people 
of their obligations. Some people even leave town to avoid 
their debts, Rose says. The number of these "skips" has 
increased substantially in the past year. 


Despite the increase in bad debt accounts expected for 1974, 


Rose sees some hope for the future. He notes that many 
families are adjusting to shortages and dislocations in their 
lifestyles. "Now if they can just display the same self-dis- 
cipline and control in their financial lives, 1974 could end up 
as one of the best years they've had!" 


a strong increase. The NAS business pro- 
cessed more than $150 million in receiv- 
ables, or overdue accounts, last year. At 
an average $100 a person, this represents 
1.5 million people who bought themselves 
a pack of trouble. 


"BAD TIMES MEAN more business 


for us, of course, but it does not neces- 
sarily mean better business," says Rose. 
Debtor reluctance shows up in poor col- 
lectibility on accounts. Where the collec- 
tion industry averaged 40 per cent suc- 


cessful collections three years ago, the 
figure has sunk to 28 per cent. 
• "So many people spend in anticipation 
of future income, and they can't realisti- 
cally comprehend the fact that their in- 
come can stop, period," said Rose. "In 


. V 


fact, even a disruption in earning pat- 
terns — temporary layoffs, strikes or 
simply a cutoff of overtime work — can 
push many families over the brink of fi- 
nancial disaster." 


Psychological 
reasons , account 
for 


many of the uncollectible accounts, Rose 
contends. He says this unwillingness to 
pay creditors, plus the inflationary pres- 
sures expected in 1974, will magnify the 
problem. 


"During good times, when people opti- 


mistically overextended themselves, a 
large portion of bad debts involve dis- 
cretionary purchases: travel, recreation 
and luxury items," Rose explained. It's 
.going to be more painful to cut down pur- 
chases in 1974, says Rose, because a 
higher portion of spendable income will 
be dedicated to necessities. 


AN EXAMPLE OF the problem is bad 


debt loss in the medical field. The bad 
debt loss was $1.2 billion in 1968. The fig-

similar activities are handled on a first- 
come, first-serve signup basis with the 
employer hiring through the village. De-

stockpiles and meat freezers, the toilet 
paper fanatics have joined the ranks. 


Area grocery store managers have re- 


ported a large increase in demand for 
th« bathroom necessity and are ordering 
more for shortage-minded consumers. 


Although the paper shortage may seem 


real to local shoppers, reports from the 
East Coast indicate it may be one of 
those word-of-mouth national hoaxes 
which occasionally sweep the country. 


In fact, paper company executives 


have taken ads on the East Coast to in- 
form customers frantic buying on toilet 
paper is unnecessary — there is plenty 
available. 


Tfce well-publicized paper shortage has 


been blamed as one of the reasons for the 
demand, but store managers are quick to 
point out that customers are cleaning out 
supplies because they are afraid of being 
caught without tissue. 


LABHY NAUMAN, director of public 


relations for Domlnlck's Finer Foods 
chain, said. "There's big consumer pres- 
sure in stocking up on it (toilet paper)." 


"We're finding shortages in many lines 


as well as toilet paper." he said. "But it 
is the crucial Item." 


He added that toilet paper is moving 


well in all Dominiek's local stores. Un- 
less the need for the tissue is anticipated 
in advance, replenishing supplies is diffi- 
cult because of the time factor involved 
in shipping the lightweight, bulky mate- 
rial, he explained. 


The toilet paper is usually shipped by 


railroad because of Its bulk, and railroad 
arrangements take longer. Nauman said. 
Trucking costs are more expensive. 


BILL SUHRBUK. merchandising man- 


ager for M. Loeb Corp.. Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, supplier for many small local 
stores, said the rush on toilet paper 
apparently started last week and that the 
supply pull came at the end of the week.

Kwik Foods, Roselle. said newspaper ad- 
vertisement for toilet paper brought 
people into the store about two weeks 
ago and that the store's supply was near- 
ly mopped up. 


He said there had been very few rolls 


on the shelves, but that he was expecting 
more yesterday. 


Bill Leark, manager for A&P Food 


Store, Arlington Heights, said he has had 
some difficulties in getting more toilet 
paper. He said he ordered about 38 cases 
of the material and that only 18 were 
shipped to the store. 


A spokesman for High-Low Foods in

policemen, however. 


Most Mount Prospect policemen who 


moonlight do so as a store detective, usu- 
ally at Sandhurst, because it is the big- 
gest shopping center in the area. How- 
ever, the policemen have worked at oth- 
er stores, particularly when they first 
open and have not as yet hired their own 
full-time security force. The men either 
can wear their uniforms or act as under- 
cover agents. 


BUFFALO GROVE policemen pick up 


most of their extra jobs by guarding con- 
struction sites. The builders contract 
with the village for the men. Some men 
work at banks too. 


Chief Harry Walsh, who does not have 


to approve such jobs, said he knows of no 


one in the department who has a non- 
guard-type of job, such as working in a 
gas station. 


All of the policemen who moonlight 


and talked with The Herald admitted 
they do it mainly for the money, particu- 
larly at holiday time. "-It pays for Christ- 
mas. It makes it a lot easier and a lot 
happier," as one man put it. 


One policeman said he is down to being 


a store guard one day a week, although 
he had worked more when he had his 
children's medical and educational bills 
to pay for. The extra cash appears wel- 
come in times of financial stress. 


Yet a couple of men said they felt act- 


ing as a store detective helps them 
sharpen their investigative techniques 
and awareness. All agreed that being a 
policeman, however, is first.

Who can afford college? The very rich... and very poor

Second of a series 


Jim's parents can't afford to send him 


to college. 


His family doesn't live In a poor neigh- 


borhood, his father has a steady well- 
paying job. and there are only two chil- 
dren living at home. 


Jim is from a middle-income family in 


the Northwest suburbs — and that's his 
problem. 


His family's Income is not low enough 


to qualify for state or federal financial 
aid programs, but his family is not rich 
enough to afford four years of education 
at a state university and still pay the 
mortgage on their house. 


THAT IS NOT an unusual situation. In 


fact it is happening more often today 
than five years ago. The middle-income 
student is being squeezed out of the edu- 
cation market and in the suburbs, where 
the cost of living is high, a college educa- 
tion is a financial burden for many fami- 
lies. 


The average cost for one academic 


year at Northern Illinois University is 
now about $2,400. Most of the other state 
schools cost about the same as Northern, 
while private schools and out-of-state 
schools cost much more. The price tag 
probably will be higher next year due to 
inflation and increased operating costs. 
Already, the state board of higher educa- 
tion has recommended a six per cent in- 
crease in tuition at state universities 
next year. 


But the problem is not only one of 


higher cost. There have been cutbacks 
this year in student financial aid pro- 


grams which mean fewer students will 
qualify for assistance. Since eligibility 
standards are based on income and fi- 
nancial need, students who just got in 
under the wire before, especially middle- 
income students, are now scratched from 
the list. 


W H A T 
THE eligibility standards 


don't take into account is the cost of 
living in the student's home area. It 
costs more to live in the suburbs than in 
other parts of the state, mainly because 
housing is more expensive. But when a 
student applies for financial aid he lists 


his family's income and it makes no dif- 
ference where he lives. 


"You're not living high off the hog if 


you're making $15,000 to $20,000 m this 
area," says Vincent Carioti, college 
counselor at Elk Grove High School. Be- 
cause financial aid programs don't take 
the cost of living into account, students 
from the suburbs are at a disadvantage, 
he says. 


MIDDLE-INCOME students from the 


suburbs "get the least amount of aid," 
says Ronald Rosenthal, college counselor 
at Arlington High School, "and they feel 


the pinch more." State programs, such 
as the Illinois State Scholarship and 
grant programs, have higher eligibility 
standards than federal programs, he 
says, and have "loosened up a little bit 
to help the middle-class person." 


The Illinois State Scholarship Program 


should be commended, says James Kill- 
am, college counselor at Maine West 
High School. It's "probably the finest 
program in the country." But he adds 
that since the cost of college education is

Standard Oil customers can expect 


to pay 5.8 cents more per gallon on 
both regular and premium gasolines 
starting today, while other com- 
panies already have increased gas 
prices. 


The increase is based on a 73 per 


cent hike on crude oil, said Carl 
Meyerdirk, a spokesman for Stan- 
dard Oil. The increase is being 
passed on to the retailer, who in turn 
passes the increase to the consumer, 
he said. 


For the same reason, Sunoco Oil 


Co. yesterday hiked the price of its 
gasoline 2 cents a gallon. Shell Oil 
Co. increased prices by 1-cent per 
gallon, due, company officials said, 


to the towering costs of foreign and 
domestic crude oil. 


Many gasoline stations are ex- 


pecting deliveries from suppliers to 
replenish their pumps which have 
been emptied by the hoards of cus- 
tomers. Gas station managers had 
been juggling with gasoline supplies 
during the last days of the month by 
shortening business hours, imposing 
limits on gas or by shutting down 
completely. 


NOW, INDUSTRY officials 
and 


dealers are speculating that there 
will not be enough gasoline to last 
during the last few days of January 
because of reduced allocations to 
each station. 


"A great many dealers, as high as 


50 per cent, may well be closed the 


last few days of January for not sen- 
sibly rationing their gas," said Rob- 
ert Jacobs, secretary-treasurer of the 
Illinois Gasoline Dealers' Assn. 


He added that there would prob- 


ably be a "free market for the first 
three weeks with most dealers limit- 
ing sales to 3, 5 or 10 gallons there- 
after. 


Dealers are advised to assess their 


supply situation at midmonth and ad- 
just sales on that basis. Jacobs also 
suggested that dealers 'give stickers 
to regular customers so they can 
"take care of their regulars first." 


He also suggested that motorists 


ride public transportation one day a 
week for the welfare of the country 
and industry. "If we have rationing, 
everyone is,going to be hurt."

McKee Engineering Corp. in Pala- 
tine, and for the past four years, he's 
been turning out prototypes of bat- 
tery-powered electric cars. 


"There's been a lot of interest in 


electric-powered cars lately,1' McKee 
said yesterday. But don't waste gas 
looking for a local electric-car dealer 
handling McKee's cars. His vehicles 
cost between $20,000 for the earlier

models to the $50,000 to $80,000 range 
for the latest designs. 


"Our background is more in the re- 


s e a r c h and development line," 
McKee said, explaining that large 
corporations are buying his pro- 
totypes for their own research. 


One of the latest projects is a van, 


and other vehicles include a golf 
cart, sports model and now a four- 
passenger model. 


ACCORDING TO McKee's figures, 


electric cars make sense for most ur- 
ban dwellers, who make trips aver- 
aging 7.2 miles and carrying 1.2 
people. 


"You can get about 75 miles on one 


charge in city driving," McKee said. 
His cars are capable of speeds up to 
62 miles per hour, well above the 
new speed restrictions expected to be 
set in the coming weeks. 


If the cars ever go into mass pro- 


duction, McKee's designs will need 
some revising to meet stringent U.S. 
safety standards. Because the bat- 
teries tend to make the small cars 
heavy the electric autos fall into 
stricter categories of safety features. 
But mass production isn't coming 
soon, at least for McKee's models. 


"It takes just an awful lot of mon- 


ey to set up a factory," McKee said. 
For now, all of the cars are built and 


designed by McKee and Michael Wil- 
liams, a Schaumburg resident who 
does the body styb'ng for the electric 
cars. 


Before turning to the "car of the 


future," McKee worked with racing 
cars for 20 years. And surprisingly 
enough, the little city cars and big 
racing machines have many of the 
same problems. 


"With the electric cars, you have 


so little power, you have to use it to 
the best advantage. And with racing 
cars, you have a lot of power you 
have to use to best advantage," 
McKee explained. 


Credit economy slipping into red 


Cost of sidewalk 
27.6 per cent 
under estimate 


The last chapter in the saga of the 


Wolf Road sidewalk is about to be com- 
pleted and for property owners along the 
6,000-foot stretch it is a happy ending. 


Now that all the invoices are in, city 


officials have learned that the cost of the 
project, which runs along the west side 
of 
Wolf between Central Road and 


Princeton Street, came in 27.6 per cent 
lower than original estimates. 


The six property owners who, with the 


city, are paying for the sidewalk, will 
receive revised assessment bills if the 
council approves the measure at its Jan. 
7 meeting. 


"This is really a nice present," City 


Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach said yesterday. 
"Usually when people receive revised 
bills the cost goes up, not down." 


THE ESTIMATED cost of the sidewalk 


installation was $33,778.95; the new total 
is $24,456.03. City Engineer Robert Bow- 
en said the savings came because the 
city hauled fill for the sidewalks from 
other projects. Although part of the work 
was contracted out, some of it was done 
by Public Works Department crews, af- 
fording an additional savings, he said. 


Assistant City Comptroller John Ray- 


craft said reprocessed bills are being 
prepared now. The largest property own- 
er along the street will save more than 
$3,000 on the new bill. M. L. Moehling, 
395 N. Eighth Ave., will be assessed for 
$7,588.15 compared with an original cost 
of $10,480. 


Other bills will be sent to William 


Tagge, 1416 Ashland Ave., $1,604 (com- 
pared with $2,216); Sylvia Tagge and 
George Gniot, 1416 Ashland Ave., $1,056 
(compared with $1,459); Harold Kunkel, 
575 Berkshire Lane, $865 ($1,194); Joseph 
Miler, Fontana, Wis., $2,262 ($3,124); 
Pierce Wynn, Lincolnwood, $572 ($790) 


and $514 ($710); and Phillips Petroleum 
Co., $1,025 ($1,416). 


THE SIDEWALK, completed in No- 


vember, was a controversial topic for 
nearly two years. Parents of children at- 
t end ing Cumberland and Chippewa 
schools protested that their children did 
not have a safe route to school because 
of the lack of sidewalks along Wolf Road. 


After aldermanic arguing on whether 


the sidewalk would be a waste of money, 
the council approved a "short form as- 
sessment" to finance the project in the 
summer of 1972. 


A gravel path was laid last winter 


along the east side of the road to provide 
a temporary path for children. At that 
time Bowen told the council winter 
weather wouldn't allow for a fill to be 
put down on the west side where the 
sidewalk was eventually laid. 


The gravel sidewalk still is there. Ac- 


cording to Bowen it will remain until the 
property is developed. "Someday that 
area will be improved by whoever devel- 
ops it. Then they will probably put in a 
more permanent sidewalk," he said.

Business is booming—for collection agencies

If you havo never received a due no- 


tice of an unpaid Christmas bill, it might 
be your turn this year. 


Collection agencies are reporting that 


people who have never fallen behind on 
bills before are slipping this year — 
thanks to a credit economy that is sliding 
more and more into the red. 


"Warnings of far-reaching shortages, 


the energy crisis and predictions of a re- 
cession with rising unemployment have 
not braked this headlong rush into a 
spending spree." said Leonard G. Rose, 
president of Chicago-based National Ac- 
count Systems Inc. Record Christmas 
sales are disturbing because so much of 
the trend involves buying on credit, he 
said. 


"At the first of the year, when the bills 


come due, It's an open question whether 
they can pay in January what they spent 
the month before," said Rose of con- 
sumers. He already has begun to see the 
effects of economic flux. Delinquent ac- 
counts in the last quarter of 1973 showed 


Bill collectors have plenty of problems, too 


So you think you've got problems trying to pay those holi- 


day bills on time? Consider the headaches suffered by the' bill 
collector, who must deal with nasty debtors every day. 


Some debtors do not want to pay, even when they are able. 


They resent raising inflation. They're fearful of their finan- 
cial future. They just plain feel bad, and for the first time in 
decades feel worse off than they were a year ago, according 
to University of Michigan researchers. 


Leonard G. Rose, president of National Accounts Systems 


Inc., Chicago, says tight money and high interest rates add to 


a consumer's woes. He says this pentup frustration and re- 
sentment is turned on the collector, who must remind people 
of their obligations. Some people even leave town to avoid 
their debts, Rose says. The number of these "skips" has 
increased substantially in the past year. 


Despite the increase in bad debt accounts expected for 1974, 


Rose sees some hope for the future. He notes that many 
families are adjusting to shortages and dislocations in their 
lifestyles. "Now if they can just display the same self-dis- 
cipline and control in their financial lives, 1974 could end up 
as one of the best years they've had!" 


a strong increase. The NAS business pro- 
cessed more than $150 million in receiv- 
ables, or overdue accounts, last year. At 
an average $100 a person, this represents 
1.5 million people who bought themselves 
a pack of trouble. 


"BAD TIMES MEAN more business 


for us, of course, but it does not neces- 
sarily mean better business," says Rose. 
Debtor reluctance shows up in poor col- 
legibility on accounts. Where the collec- 
tion industry averaged 40 per cent suc- 


cessful collections three years ago, the 
figure has sunk to 28 per cent. 


"So many people spend in anticipation 


of future income, and they can't realisti- 
cally comprehend the fact that their in- 
come can stop, period," said Rose. "In 


fact, even a disruption in earning pat- 
terns - temporary layoffs, strikes or 
simply a cutoff of overtime work — can 
push many families over the brink of fi- 
nancial disaster." 


Psychological reasons 
account 
for 


many of the uncollectible accounts, Rose 
contends. He says this unwillingness to 
pay creditors, plus the inflationary pres- 
sures expected in 1974, will magnify the 
problem. 


"During good times, when people opti- 


mistically overextended themselves, a 
large portion of bad debts involve dis- 
cretionary purchases: travel, recreation 
and luxury items," Rose explained. It's 
going to be more painful to cut down pur- 
chases in 1974, says Rose, because a 
higher portion of spendable income will 
be dedicated to necessities. 


AN EXAMPLE OF the problem is bad 


debt loss in the medical field. The bad 
debt loss was f 1.2 billion in 1968. The fig-

What's next?

A referendum to raise additional mon- 


ey to build the new Maryville school on 
the Maryville Academy grounds may be 
in the offing for voters in Dist, 26. 


The money would be used to improve 


the five-acre land parcel at the academy, 
od River Road north of Central Road in 
unincorporated Wheeling Township. The 
land has been deemed unsuitable for 
building by the Illinois Capital Devel- 
opment Board. 


Dist. 26 Supt. John Fridlund said the 


ICDB has estimated the cost of improv- 
ing the land at almost $70.000, "It would 
be difficult for us to pay anything like 
that with the current funds unless we cut 
back drastically In other areas." Frid- 
Itmd said a referendum to raise the mon- 
ey may be one alternative if the school 
board decides to stick with the selection 
of the Maryville site. 


"The question facing us now is whether 


or not the expense of improving the land 
merits keeping the site as our choice, '• 
Fridlund said yesterday. 


THE IDEA OF HOLDING a referen- 


dum to raise money to improve the site 
has also been suggested by Karen Zuck, 
a member of tho Citizens' Action Com- 
mittee, which reviewed and proposed se- 
lection of the academy site. 


"I don't know of any otiier alternatives 


as far as other sites are concerned be- 
cause the committee checked out every 
available piece of property,'' Mrs. Zuck 
said yesterday, "t think all that is 
needed is to replace the fill at the site to 
make it suitable for building and I fore- 
see a referendum to raise the money be- 
cause I don't think the board has the 
funds." 


Mrs. Zuck said she is irritated that the 


board failed to discuss the problem at its 
last meeting even though board mem- 
bers were aware of the ICDB's opinion of 
the land site. "It seems to be one thing 
after another with this. It's almost like 
they don't want to build the school there 
even though it's the best site for a 
school." 


IDYLL NIPPER, another member of 


the Citizens' Action Committee, would 
not comment on the ICDB's memo- 
randum on the site until she has read the 
report and seen the engineer's study of 
the soil. 


"I'm sure the committee will meet 


again and reevaluate the situation," Miss 
Nipper says. "We are limited in our 
choice of sites because of the cost of land 
and we have already ruled out the junior 
high site (which was originally chosen as 
the building site) because of a lack of 
space and a need for a retention basin 
there." 


Miss Nipper says she hopes the school 


board will have complete information on 
the matter available at its meeting Tues- 
day night. 


Fridlund said the matter will receive 


high priority at the board meeting but he 
did not know what action, if any, would 


be taken in terms of solving the problem. 


THE NEW MARYVILLE school is to 


be built with 8800,000 in state funds from 
the ICDB. Of that amount, $75,000 has 
been earmarked for land purchase. No 
amount of the state allocation has been 
set aside for land improvement. 


The new school was to be ready for use 


by September, but due to delays in site 
selection, district officials said this dead- 
line will be impossible to meet.

And now there's 
a toilet paper 
shortage...

Move over, gold hoarders, gasoline 


stockpilers and meat freezers, the toilet 
paper fanatics have joined the ranks. 


Area grocery store managers have re- 


ported a large increase in demand for 
the bathroom necessity and are ordering 
more for shortage-minded consumers. 


Although the paper shortage may seem 


real to local shoppers, reports from the 
East Coast indicate it may be one of

which occasionally sweep the country. 


In fact, paper company executives 


have taken ads on the East Coast to in- 
form customers frantic buying on toilet 
paper is unnecessary — there is plenty 
available. 


The well-publicized paper shortage has 


been'blamed as one of the reasons for the 
demand, but store managers are quick to 
point out that customers are cleaning out 
supplies because they are afraid of being 
caught without tissue.

History will tumble along with church

The remnants of a long and diverse 


chronicle will tumble today when demoli- 
tion work begins on the old St. Mary's 
Catholic Church building at Prairie and 
Pearson streets. 


The building, which for most of its 50- 


year life served as a house of worship for 
St. Mary's congregation, is being razed 
to make way for a 236-car parking lot as 
part of city redevelopment plans.

bowl at the old alley. "It was small, only 
about six lanes, but it also had four or 
five pool and billiard tables."

THE BOWLING ALLEY did a thriving 


business in the 1920s, but began to expe- 
rience financial difficulties after the end 
of Prohibition. 


The demise was due largely to a city 


ordinance forbidding the sale of liquor in 
an establishment a certain distance from 
a church. When the bowling alley bar 
closed, it was the beginning of the end. 


The old bowling alley was to become the 


new St. Mary's when the financially-trou- 
bled owners sold out to the church for 
about $18,500, and founding pastor Rev. 
John Linden celebrated the first mass in 
the new church in 1936. 


Father Linden, who died in 1947, first 


assumed pastorate of St. Mary's when 
services were held in a wooden frame 
mission at Thacker and Cora streets. The 
mission had been moved to Des Plaines 
several years before from Arlington 
Heights after being placed on two rail- 
road flat-cars to make the journey. 


Parishioners pitched in to give the old 


bowling alley an extensive face-lift and 
the St. Mary's congregation was pro- 
vided with a house of worship double the 
size of their old church facility. 


"I remember when they bought the 


bowling alley, the roof had to be raised 
eight feet for church use," said Anthony 
Dittmer of Des Plaines, a long-time St. 
Mary's parishioner. 


PLANS ARE currently in the works, 


however, to provide the faithful of St. 
Mary's with a remembrance of the old 
church. 


According to Fire Capt. David Wolf, 


chairman of the Des Plaines Bicenten- 
nial Committee, an area of the parking 
lot will be set aside to house the old 
church bell. 


"We've been in touch with Des Plaines 


Mall Corp. officials who said when the 
steeple comes down, the bell will be pre- 
served," he said. "A permanent outdoor 
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monument will be established," as soon 
as the parking lot is complete. 


"It will probably be a little park set- 


ting or something with the bell mounted 
on its original beams " He also said a 
plaque commemorating the church may 
be placed by the monument. 


Wolf also said the church's priceless 


stained glass windows will either be re- 
acquired by the families who donated 
them to the parish or be put in the cur- 
rent St. Mary's. 


Wolf said the windows are valuable be- 


cause of the craftsmanship with which 
they were built. "That kind of leaded 
stained glass is a lost art. They don't 
make glass like that anymore, and their 
quality can't be reproduced."

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Who can afford college? The very rich... and very poor

Si-toad of a series 


Jim's parents can't afford to send him 


to college, 


His family doesn't live in a poor neigh- 


borhood, itls father has a steady well- 
paying job. and there are only two chil- 
dren living at home. 


Jim is from a middle-Income family in 


the Northwest suburbs — and that's his 
problem. 


His family's income is not low enough 


to qualify for state or federal financial 
aid programs, but liis family is not rich 
enough to afford four years of education 
at a state university and still pay the 
mortgage on their house. 


THAT IS NOT an unusual situation. In 


fact it is happening more often today 
than five years ago. The middle-income 
student is being squeezed out of the edu- 
cation market and in the suburbs, where 
the cost of living is high, a college educa- 
tion is a financial burden for many fami- 
lies. 


The average cost for one academic 


year at Northern Illinois University is 
now about $2,400. Most of the other state 
schools cost about the same as Northern, 
while private schools and out-of-state 
schools cost much more. The price tag 
probably will be higher next year due to 
inflation and increased operating costs. 
Already, the state board of higher educa- 
tion has recommended a six per cent in- 
crease in tuition at state universities 
next year. 


But the problem is not only one of 


higher cost. There have been cutbacks 
this year in student' financial aid pro- 


grams which mean fewer students will 
qualify for assistance. Since eligibility 
standards are based on income and fi- 
nancial need, students who just got in 
under the wire before, especially middle- 
income students, are now scratched from 
the list. 


W H A T 
THE eligibility standards 


don't take into account is the cost of 
living in the student's home area. It 
costs more to live in the suburbs than in 
other parts of the state, mainly because 
housing is more expensive. But when a 
student applies for financial aid he lists 


his family's income and it makes no dif- 
ference where he lives. 


"You're not living high off the hog if 


you're making $15,000 to $20,000 in this 
area," says 
Vincent 
Carioti, college 


counselor at Elk Grove High School. Be- 
cause financial aid programs don't take 
the cost of living into account, students 
from the suburbs are at a disadvantage, 
he says. 


MIDDLE-INCOME students from the 


suburbs "get the least amount of aid," 
says Ronald Rosenthal, college counselor 
at Arlington High School, "and they feel 


the pinch more." State programs, such 
as the Illinois State Scholarship and 
grant programs, have higher eligibility 
standards than federal programs, he 
says, and have "loosened up a little bit 
to help the middle-class person." 


The Illinois State Scholarship Program 


should be commended, says James Kill- 
am, college counselor at Maine West 
High School. It's "probably the finest 
program in the country." But he adds 
that since the cost of college education is

Standard Oil customers can expect 


to pay 5,8 cents more per gallon on 
both regular and premium gasolines 
starting today, while other com- 
panies already have increased gas 
prices. 


The increase is based on a 73 per 


cent hike on crude oil, said Carl 
Meyerdirk, a spokesman for Stan- 
dard Oil. The increase is being 
passed on to the retailer, who in turn 
passes the increase to the consumer, 
lie said. 


For the same reason, Sunoco Oil 


Co. yesterday hiked the priee of its 
gasoline 2 cents a gallon. Shell Oil 
Co. increased prices by 1-cent per 
gallon, due, company officials said, 


to the towering costs of foreign and 
domestic crude oil. 


Many gasoline stations are ex- 


pecting deliveries from suppliers to 
replenish their pumps which have 
been emptied by the hoards of cus- 
tomers. Gas station managers had 
been juggling with gasoline supplies 
during the last days of the month by 
shortening business hours, imposing 
limits on gas or by shutting down 
completely. 


NOW, INDUSTRY officials 
and 


dealers are speculating that there 
will not be enough gasoline to last 
during the last few days of January 
because of reduced allocations to 
each station. 


"A great many dealers, as high as 


50 per cent, may well be closed the 


last few days of January for not sen- 
sibly rationing their gas," said Rob- 
ert Jacobs, secretary-treasurer of the 
Illinois Gasoline Dealers' Assn. 


He added that there would prob- 


ably be a "free market for the first 
three weeks with most dealers limit- 
ing sales to 3, 5 or 10 gallons there- 
after. 


Dealers are advised to assess their 


supply situation at midmonth and ad- 
just sales on that basis. Jacobs also 
suggested that dealers give stickers 
to regular customers so they can 
"take care of their regulars first," 


He also suggested that motorists

models to the $50,000 to $80,000 range 
for the latest designs, 


"Our background is more in the re- 


s e a r c h and development line," 
McKee said, explaining that large 
corporations are buying his pro- 
totypes for their own research. 


One of the latest projects is a van, 


and other vehicles include a golf 
cart, sports model and now a four- 
passenger model. 


ACCORDING TO McKee's figures, 


electric cars make sense for most ur- 
ban dwellers, who make trips aver- 
aging 7.2 miles and carrying 1.2 
people. 


"You can get about 75 miles on one 


charge in city driving," McKee said. 
His cars are capable of speeds up to 
62 miles per hour, well above the 
new speed restrictions expected to be 
set in the coming weeks. 


If the cars ever go into mass pro- 


duction, McKee's designs will need 
some revising to meet stringent U.S. 
safety standards. Because the bat- 
teries tend to make the small cars 
heavy the.electric autos fall'into 
stricter categories of safety features. 
But mass production isn't coming 
soon, at least for McKee's models. 


"It takes just an awful lot of mon- 


ey to set up a factory,", McKee said. 
For now, all of the cars are built and 


designed by McKee and Michael Wil- 
liams, a Schaumburg resident who 
does the body Styling for the electric 
cars. 


Before turning to the "car of the 


future," McKee worked with racing 
cars for 20 years. And surprisingly 
enough, the little city cars and big 
racing machines have many of the 
same problems. 


"With the electric cars, you have 


so little power, you have to use it to 
the best advantage. And with racing 
cars, you have a lot of power you 
have to use to best advantage," 
McKee explained.

Business is booming—for collection agencies

If you have never received a due no- 


tice of an unpaid Christmas bill, it might 
be your turn this year. 


Collection agencies are reporting that 


people who have never fallen behind on 
bills before are slipping this year — 
thanks to a credit economy that is sliding 
more and more into the red, 


"Warnings of far-reaching shortages, 


the energy crisis and predictions of a re- 
cession with rising unemployment have 
not braked this headlong rush into a 
spending spree," said Leonard G. Rose, 
president of Chicago-based National Ac- 
count Systems Inc. Record Christmas 
sales are disturbing because so much of 
the trend involves buying on credit, he 
said. 


"At the first of the year, when the bills 


come due, it's an open question whether 
they can pay In January what they spent 
the month before," said Rose of con- 
sumers. He already has begun to see the 
effects of economic flux. Delinquent ac- 
counts in the last quarter of 1073 showed 


Bill collectors have plenty of problems, too 


So you think you've got problems trying to pay those holi- 


day bills on time? Consider the headaches suffered by the bill 
collector, who must deal with nasty debtors every day. 


Some debtors do not want to pay, even when they are able. 


They resent raising inflation. They're fearful of their finan- 
cial future. They just plain feel bad, and for the first time in 
decades feel worse off than they were a year ago, according 
to University of Michigan researchers. 


Leonard G. Rose, president of National Accounts Systems 


Inc., Chicago, says tight money and high interest rates add to 


a consumer's woes. He says this pentup frustration and re- 
sentment is turned on the collector, who must remind people 
of their obligations. Some people even leave town to avoid 
their debts, Rose says. The number of these "skips" has 
increased substantially in the past year. 


Despite the increase in bad debt accounts expected for 1974, 


Rose sees some hope for the future. He notes that many 
families are adjusting to shortages and dislocations in their 
lifestyles. "Now if they can just display the same self-dis- 
cipline and control in their financial lives, 1974 could end up 
as one of the best years they've had!" 


a strong increase. The NAS business pro- 
cessed more than $150 million in receiv- 
ables, or overdue accounts, last year. At 
an average $100 a person, this represents 
1.5 million people who bought themselves 
a pack of trouble. 


"BAD TIMES MEAN more business 


for us, of course, but it does not neces- 
sarily mean better business," says Rose. 
Debtor reluctance shows up In poor col- 
lectibility on accounts. Where the collec- 
tion industry averaged 40 per cent suc- 


cessful collections three years ago, the 
figure has sunk to 28 per cent. 


"So many people spend'in anticipation 


of future income, and they can't realisti- 
cally comprehend the fact that their in- 
come can stop, period," said Rose. "In 


fact, even a disruption in earning pat- 
terns — temporary layoffs, strikes or 
simply a cutoff of> overtime work — can 
push many families over the brink of fi- 
nancial disaster." 


Psychological reasons account for 


many of the uncollectible accounts, Rose 
contends. He says this unwillingness to 
pay creditors, plus the inflationary pres- 
sures expected in 1974, will magnify the 
problem. 


"During good times, when people opti- 


mistically overextended 
themselves, a 


large portion of bad debts involve dis- 
cretionary purchases: travel, recreation 
and luxury items," Rose explained. It's 
going to be more painful to cut down pur- 
chases in 1974, says Rose, because a 
higher portion of spendable income will 
be dedicated to necessities. 


AN EXAMPLE OF the problem is bad 


debt loss in the medical field. The bad 
debt loss was $1.2 billion in 1968. The fig-

Don't worry about toilet 
paper shortage; ifs a hoax

Move over, gold hoarders, gasoline 


stockpilers and meat freezers, the toilet 
paper fanatics have joined the ranks. 


Area grocery store managers have re- 


ported a large increase in demand for 
the bathroom necessity and are ordering 
more for shortage-minded consumers. 


Although the paper shortage may seem 


real to local shoppers, reports from the 
East Coast indicate it may be one of 
those 
word-of-mouth 
national hoaxes 


which occasionally sweep the country. 


In fact, paper company executives 


have taken ads on the East Coast to in- 
form customers frantic buying on toilet 
paper is unnecessary — there is plenty 
available. 


The well-publicized paper shortage has 


been blamed as one of the reasons for the 
demand, but store managers are quick to 
point out that customers are cleaning out 
supplies because they are afraid of being 
caught without tissue. 


LARRY NAUMAN, director of public 


relations for Dominick's Finer Foods 
chain, said, "There's big consumer pres- 
sure in stocking up on it (toilet paper)." 


"We're finding shortages in many lines 


as well as toilet paper," he said. "But it 
is the crucial item." 


He added that toilet paper is moving 


well in all Dominick's local stores. Un- 
less the need for the tissue is anticipated 
in advance, replenishing supplies is diffi- 
cult because of the time factor involved 
in shipping the lightweight, bulky mate- 
rial, he explained, 


The toilet paper is usually shipped by 


railroad because of its bulk, and railroad 


arrangements take longer, Nauman said. 
Trucking costs are more expensive. 


BILL SUHRBUR, merchandising man- 


ager for M. Loeb Corp., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, supplier for many small local 
stores, said the rush on toilet paper 
apparently started last week and that the 
supply pull came at the end of the week. 


Suhrbur 
added that 
some stores 


"reached out-of-stock conditions," but 
the company was, expecting large car- 
loads of the tissues yesterday. No one has 
mentioned anything about price increas- 
es, but Suhrbur expected that they will 
rise. 


Spokesmen for Jewel Food Store and 


National 
Supermarkets, reported in- 


creased demand for toilet paper, but 
added that the chain stores' suppliers 
were apparently ready for the surge in 
tissue popularity. 


EMIL LEITNER, manager of Pik- 


Kwik Foods, Roselle, said newspaper ad- 
vertisement for toilet paper brought 
people into the store about two weeks 
ago and that the store's supply was near- 
ly mopped up. 


He said there had been very few rolls 


on the shelves, but that he was expecting 
more yesterday. 


Bill Leark, manager for A&P Food 


Store, Arlington Heights, said he has had 
some difficulties in getting more toilet 
paper. He said he ordered about 38 cases 
of the material and that only 18 were 
shipped to the store. 


A spokesman for High-Low Foods in 


Elk Grove Village said the stocks were a 
little lower than usual.

Who can afford college? The very rich... and very poor

Second of a series 


Jim's parents can't afford to send him 


to college. 


His family doesn't live In a poor neigh- 


borhood, his father has a steady well- 
paying job. and there are only two chil- 
dren living at home. 


Jim is from a middle-income family in 


the Northwest suburbs — and that's his 
problem. 


Mis family's income is not low enough 


to qualify for state or federal financial 
aid programs, but his family is not rich 
enough to afford four years of education 
at a state university and still pay the 
mortgage on their house. 


THAT IS N'OT an unusual situation. In 


fact it is happening more often today 
than five years ago. The middle-income 
student is being squeezed out of the edu- 
cation market and in the suburbs, where 
the cost of living is high, a college educa- 
tion is a financial burden for many fami- 
lies. 


The average cost for one academic 


year at Northern Illinois University is 
now about $2,400. Most of the other state 
schools cost about the same as Northern, 
while private schools and out-of-state 
schools cost much more. The price tag 
probably will be higher next year due to 
inflation and increased operating costs. 
Already, the state board of higher educa- 
tion has recommended a six per cent in- 
crease in tuition at state universities 
next year. 


But the problem is not only one of 


higher cost. There have been cutbacks 
this year in student financial aid pro- 


grams which mean fewer students will 
qualify for assistance. Since eligibility 
standards are based on income and fi- 
nancial need, students who just got in 
under the wire before, especially middle- 
income students, are now scratched from 
the list. 


W H A T 
THE eligibility standards 


don't take into account is the cost of 
living in the student's home area. It 
costs more to live in the suburbs than in 
other parts of the state, mainly because 
housing is more expensive. But when a 
student applies for financial aid he lists 


his family's income and it makes no dif- 
ference where he lives. 


"You're not living high off the hog if 


you're making $15,000 to $20,000 in this 
area," says 
Vincent Carioti, college 


counselor at Elk Grove High School Be- 
cause financial aid programs don't take 
the cost of living into account, students 
from the suburbs are at a disadvantage, 
he says. 


MIDDLE-INCOME students from the 


suburbs "get the least amount of aid," 
says Ronald Rosenthal, college counselor 
at Arlington High School, "and they feel 


the pinch more." State programs, such 
as the Illinois State Scholarship and 
grant programs, have higher eligibility 
standards than federal programs, he 
says, and have "loosened up a little bit 
to help the middle-class person." 


The Illinois State Scholarship Program 


should be commended, says James Kill- 
am, college counselor at Maine West 
High School. It's "probably the finest 
program in the country." But he adds 
that since the cost of college education is

McKee Engineering Corp. In Pala- 
tine, and for the past four years, he's 
been turning out prototypes of bat- 
tery-powered electric cars. 


"There's been a lot of interest in 


electric-powered cars lately," McKee 
said yesterday. But don't waste gas 
looking for a local electric-car dealer 
handling McKee's cars. His vehicles 
cost between $20,000 for the earlier

Standard Oil customers can expect 


to pay 5.8 cents more per gallon on 
both regular and premium gasolines 
starting today, while other com- 
panies already have increased gas 
prices. 


The increase is based on a 73 per 


cent hike on crude oil, said Carl 
Meyerdirk, a spokesman for Stan- 
dard Oil. The increase is being 
passed on to the retailer, who in turn 
passes the increase to the consumer, 
he said. 


For the same reason, Sunoco Oil 


Co. yesterday hiked the price of its 
gasoline 2 cents a gallon. Shell Oil 
Co. increased prices by 1-cent per 
gallon, due, company officials said, 


to the towering costs of foreign and 
domestic crude oil. 


Many gasoline stations are ex- 


pecting deliveries from suppliers to 
replenish their pumps which have 
been emptied by the hoards of cus- 
tomers. Gas station managers had 
been juggling with gasoline supplies 
during the last days of the month by 
shortening business hours, imposing 
limits on gas or by shutting down 
completely. 


NOW, INDUSTRY officials 
and 


dealers are speculating that there 
will not be enough gasoline to last 
during the last few days of January 
because of reduced allocations to 
each station. 


"A great many dealers, as high as 


50 per cent, may well be closed the 


last few days of January for not sen- 
sibly rationing their gas," said Rob- 
ert Jacobs, secretary-treasurer of the 
Illinois Gasoline Dealers' Assn. 


He added that there would prob- 


ably be a "free market for the first 
three weeks with most dealers limitr 
ing sales to 3, 5 or 10 gallons there- 
after. 


Dealers are advised to assess their 


supply situation at midmonth and ad- 
just sales on that basis. Jacobs also 
suggested that dealers give stickers 
to regular customers so they can 
"take care of their regulars first." 


He also suggested that motorists 


ride public transportation one day a 
week for the welfare of the country 
and industry. "If we have rationing, 
everyone is going to be hurt."

models to the $50 000 to $80,000 range 
for the latest designs. 


"Our background is more in the re- 


s e a r c h and development line," 
McKee said, explaining that large 
corporations are buying his pro- 
totypes for their own research. 


One of the latest projects is a van, 


and other vehicles include a golf 
cart, sports model and now a four- 
passenger model. 


ACCORDING TO McKee's figures, 


electric cars make sense for most ur- 
ban dwellers, who make trips aver- 
aging 7.2 miles and carrying 1.2 
people, 


"You can get about 75 miles on one 


charge in city driving," McKee said. 
His cars are capable of speeds up to 
62 miles per hour, well above the 
new speed restrictions expected to be 
set in the coming weeks. 


If the cars ever go into mass pro- 


duction, McKee's designs will need 
some revising to meet stringent U.S. 
safety standards. Because the bat- 
teries tend to make the small cars 
heavy the electric autos fall into 
stricter categories of safety features. 
But mass production isn't coming 
soon, at least for McKee's models. 


"It takes just an awful lot of mon- 


ey to set up a factory," McKee said. 
For now, all of the cars are built and 


designed by McKee and Michael Wil- 
liams, a Schaumburg resident who 
does the body styling for the electric 
cars. 


Before turning to the "car of the 


future," McKee worked with racing 
cars for 20 years. And surprisingly 
enough, the little city cars and big 
racing machines have many of the 
same problems. 


"With the electric cars, you have 


so little power, you have to use it to 
the best advantage. And with racing 
cars, you have a lot of power you 
have to use to best advantage," 
McKee explained. 


Director sought 
for emergency 
flood-relief plan 


A civil Defense director is being sought 


in Palatine to head a comprehensive 
emergency flood-relief program. 


The director 
would coordinate the 


flood-relief efforts of all village depart- 
ments, help educate homeowners so they 
could help themselves, and assist in es- 
tablishing emergency flood relief teams 
throughout the village. 


Palatine officials have interviewed one 


person with some expertise in the area, 
but no decision has been made on an ap- 
pointment. 


"If we can't find someone with ex- 


pertise in the area, we will try to find a 
qualified individual who would be willing 
to take the task upon himself and edu- 
cate himself," said Trustee Robert J. 
Guss Jr., chairman of the board's flood- 
control committee. 


THE POSITION of the Civil Defense 


director is a voluntary one. The director 
will report to the village manager, who 
is officially head of civil defense. 


Efforts to establish emergency flood 


relief teams throughout the village will 
start after the appointment of the Civil 
Defense director. 


The emergency flood-relief teams will 


be trained in various flood relief tech- 
niques, first aid, traffic control and possi- 
bly firefighting so they could assist vil- 
lage employes and homeowners, said 
Guss. 


PALATINE OFFICIALS will start 


meeting with homeowners groups soon to 
seek volunteers for the emergency flood 
teams. 


"The idea is to get people involved. We 


have to have participation," said Guss. 


For purposes of flood relief, the village 


will be divided into our areas with Pal- 
atine and Plum Grove roads as dividing 
lines. 


The public works department will be 


responsible for storm and sanitary sew- 
ers, the creeks and the streets. Home- 


owners will be expected to help them- 
selves. 


IN AN EFFORT to educate home- 


owners of flood relief, the village's Flood 
and Clean Streams Committee is cur- 
r e n t l y preparing a pamphlet. The 
pamphlet will discuss ways of handling 
both sanitary and storm sewer flooding 
and inform homeowners of precautionary 
measures like extending the downspouts, 
cleaning window wells and using sand- 
bags. The pamphlet is expected to be 
ready for review by the village board 
this month. 


A list of all Rent-Alls in the area who 


have pumps available has also been com- 
piled. These pumps will be made avail- 
able to homeowners during flood weath- 
er. 


Proposed for the 1974-75 budget is the 


purchase of four 4-inch pumps for use by 
the village's public works department. 
Guss said the proposed pumps would be 
used to relieve flooding in large areas and 
would not be available for use in pump- 
ing out a homeowners' basement.

Credit economy slipping into red 
Business is booming—for collection agencies

If you have never received a due no- 


tice of an unpaid Christmas bill, it might 
be your turn this year. 


Collection agencies are reporting that 


people who have never fallen behind on 
bills before are slipping this year — 
thanks to a credit economy that is sliding 
more and more into the red. 


"Warnings of far-reaching shortages, 


the energy crisis and predictions of a re- 
cession with rising unemployment have 
not braked this headlong rush into a 
spending spree," said Leonard 6. Rose, 
president of Chicago-based National Ac- 
count Systems Inc. Record Christmas 
sales are disturbing because so much of 
the trend involves buying on credit, he 
said. 


"At the first of the year, when the bills 


come due, it's an open question whether 
they can pay in January what they spent 
the month before," said Rose of con- 
sumers. He already has begun to see the 
effects of economic (lux. Delinquent ac- 
counts in the last quarter of 1973 showed

collector, who must deal with nasty debtors every day. 


Some debtors do not want to pay, even when they are able. 


They resent raising inflation. They're fearful of their finan- 
cial future. They just plain feel bad, and for the first time in 
decades feel worse off than they were a year ago, according 
to University of Michigan researchers. 


Leonard G. Rose, president of National Accounts Systems 


Inc., Chicago, says tight money and high interest rates add to 


a consumer's woes. He says this pentup frustration and re- 
sentment is turned on the collector, who must remind people 
of their obligations. Some people even leave town to avoid 
their debts, Rose says. The number of these "skips" has 
increased substantially in the past year.

It's 
going to be more painful to cut down pur- 
chases in 1974, says Rose, because a 
higher portion of spendable income will 
be dedicated to necessities.

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Who can afford college? The very rich... and very poor

Jim's parents can't afford to send him 


to college. 


His family doesn't live in a poor neigh- 


borhood. his father has a steady well- 
paying job. and there are only two chil- 
dren living at home. 


Jim is from a middle-income family in 


the Northwest suburbs — and that's his 
problem. 


His family's income is not low enough 


to qualify for state or federal financial 
aid programs, but his family is not rich 
enough to afford four years of education 
at a state university and still pay the 
mortgage on their house. 


THAT IS NOT an unusual situation. In 


fact it is happening more often today 
than five years ago. The middle-income 
student is being squeezed out of the edu- 
cation market and in the suburbs, where 
the cost of living is high, a college educa- 
tion is a financial burden for many fami- 
lies. 


The average cost for one academic 


year at Northern Illinois University is 
now about $2,400. Most of the other state 
schools cost about the same as Northern, 
while private schools and out-of-state 
schools cost much more. The price tag 
probably will be higher next year due to 
inflation and increased operating costs.

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can afford college? The very rich... and very poor

Second of n scries 


Jim's parents can't afford to send him 


to college. 


His family doesn't live in a poor neigh- 


borhood, his father has a steady well- 
paying job, and there are only two chil- 
dren living at home. 


Jim Is from a middle-income family in 


the Northwest suburbs — and that's his 
problem. 


His family's Income is not low enough 


to qualify for state or federal financial 
aid programs, but his family is not rich 
enough to afford four years of education 
at a state university and still pay the 
mortgage on their house. 


THAT IS NOT an unusual situation. In 


fact it is happening more often today 
than five years ago. The middle-income 
student is being squeezed out of the edu- 
cation market and in the suburbs, where 
the cost of living is high, a college educa- 
tion is a financial burden for many fami- 
lies. 


The average cost for one academic 


year at Northern Illinois University is 
now about $2,400. Most of the other state 
schools cost about the same as Northern, 
while private schools and out-of-state 
schools cost much more. The price tag 
probably will be higher next year due to 
inflation and increased operating costs. 
Already, the state board of higher educa- 
tion has recommended a six per cent in- 
crease in tuition at state universities 
next year. 


But the problem is not only one of 


higher cost. There have been cutbacks 
this year in student financial aid pro- 


grams which mean fewer students will 
qualify for assistance. Since eligibility 
standards are based on income and fi- 
nancial need, students who just got in 
under the wire before, especially middle- 
income students, are now scratched from 
the list. 


W H A T 
THE eligibility 
standards 


don't take into account is the cost of 
living in the student's home area 
It 


costs more to live in the suburbs than in 
other parts of the state, mainly because 
housing is more expensive. But when a 
student applies for financial aid he lists 


his family's income and it makes no dif- 
ference where he lives. 


"You're not living high off the hog if 


you're making $15,000 to $20,000 in this 
area," 
says Vincent Canoti, college 


counselor at Elk Grove High School Be- 
cause financial aid programs don't take 
the cost of living into account, students 
from the suburbs are at a disadvantage, 
he says. 


MIDDLE-INCOME students from the 


suburbs "get the least'amount of aid," 
says Ronald Rosenthal, college counselor 
at Arlington High School, "and they feel 


the pinch more " State programs, such 
as the Illinois Stale Scholarship and 
grant programs, have higher eligibility 
standards than federal programs, he 
says, and have "loosened up a little bit 
to help the middle-class person." 


The Illinois State Scholarship Program 


should be commended, says James Kill- 
am, college counselor at Maine West 
High School It's "probably the finest 
program m the country.'" But he adds 
that since the cost of college education is

Standard Oil customers can expect 


to pay 5.8 cents more per gallon on 
both regular and premium gasolines 
starting today, while other com- 
panies already have increased gas 
prices. 


The increase is based on a 73 per 


cent hike on crude oil, said Carl 
Meyerdirk, a spokesman for Stan- 
dard Oil. The increase is being 
passed on to the retailer, who in turn 
passes the increase to the consumer, 
he said. 


For the same reason, Sunoco Oil 


Co. yesterday hiked the price of its 
gasoline 2 cents a gallon. Shell Oil 
Co. increased prices by 1-cent per 
gallon, due, company officials said, 


to the towering costs of foreign and 
domestic crude oil. 


Many gasoline stations are ex- 


pecting deliveries from suppliers to 
replenish their pumps which have 
been emptied by the hoards of cus- 
tomers. Gas station managers had 
been juggling with gasoline supplies 
during the last days of the month by 
shortening business hours, imposing 
limits on gas or by shutting down 
completely. 


NOW, INDUSTRY officials 
and 


dealers are speculating that there 
will not be enough gasoline to last 
during the last few days of January 
because of reduced allocations to 
each station. 


"A great many dealers, as high as 


50 per cent, may well be closed the 


last few days of January for not sen- 
sibly rationing their gas," said Rob- 
ert Jacobs, secretary-treasurer of the 
Illinois Gasoline Dealers' Assn. 


He added that there would prob- 


ably be a "free market for the first 
three weeks with most dealers limit- 
ing sales to 3, 5 or 10 gallons there- 
after. 


Dealers are advised to assess their 


supply situation at midmonth and ad- 
just sales on that basis. Jacobs also 
suggested that dealers give stickers 
to regular customers so they can 
"take care of their regulars first." 


He also suggested that motorists 


ride public transportation one day a 
week for the welfare of the country 
and industry. "If we have rationing, 
everyone is going to be hurt."

ACCORDING TO McKee's figures, 


electric cars make sense for most ur- 
ban dwellers, who make trips aver- 
aging 7.2 miles and carrying 1.2 
people. 


"You can get about 75 miles on one 


charge in city driving," McKee said. 
His cars are capable of speeds up to 
62 miles per hour, well above the 
new speed restrictions expected to be 
set in the coming weeks. 


If the cars ever go into mass pro- 


duction, McKee's designs will need 
some revising to meet stringent U.S. 
safety standards. Because the bat- 
teries tend to make the small cars 
heavy the electric autos fall into 
stricter categories of safety features. 
But mass production isn't coming 
soon, at least for McKee's models. 


"It takes just an awful lot of mon- 


ey to set up a factory," McKee said. 
For now, all of the cars are built and 


designed by McKee and Michael Wil- 
liams, a Schaumburg resident who 
does the body styling for the electric 
cars. 


Before turning to the "car of the 


future," McKee worked with racing 
cars for 20 years. And surprisingly 
enough, the little city cars and big 
racing machines have many of the 
same problems. 


"With the electric cars, you have 


so little power, you have to use it to 
the best advantage. And with racing 
cars, you have a lot of power you 
have to use to best advantage," 
McKee explained.

Sixth ex-official 
pleads guilty 
to bribery count

Herbert C. Gibson yesterday joined 


five former colleagues on the Hoffman 
Estates Village Board in pleading guilty 
to federal bribery, conspiracy and tax 
charges in connection with a 1968 zoning 
payoff by a developer. 


Gibson, 46, of 1816 Jamestown Circle, 


Hoffman Estates, admitted guilt to two 
charges of accepting bribes and one 
charge each of conspiracy and filing a 
false income tax return. He was original- 
ly indicted on 11 bribery counts as weli 
as single conspiracy and tax charges. 


A village trustee from 1965 to 1969, 


Gibson will be sentenced Feb. 26 by U. S 
District Judge Frank McGarr. 


He was indicted Oct. 26 along with two 


former Hoffman Estates mayors — Roy 
L. Jenkins and Edward F. Finger — and 
former trustees Howard J. Noble, James 
L. Sloan and Gerard L. Meyer. Also in- 
dicted were Kaufman and Broad, Inc., 
described as the world's largest home- 
builder, and former State Rep.1 Bernard 
Peskin, an attorney for the developer. 


The other five former officials have all 


pleaded guilty to a reduced number of 
charges. Kaufman and Broad pleaded no 
contest, in effect a guilty plea, and Pes- 
kin has pleaded innocent. He was attor- 
ney for the developer at the time some 
$200,000 was allegedly paid in bribes to 
the officials for approval of the Barring- 
ton Square subdivision. 


THE HERALD has disclosed that addi- 


tional federal indictments are expected 
some time this month in the continuing 
investigation of rezonings and other offi- 
cial 'acts by past village administrations 
in Hoffman Estates. 


Peskin's attorney has filed motions to 


uncover evidence against him and to de- 
termine if any electronic eavesdropping 
devices such as wiretaps were used in 
the federal probe. Officials in the U. S. 
Attorney's office described the actions 
as "usual motions" for such a case. 


Judge McGarr next month is scheduled 
to rule on them and next month to set a 
trial date. 


For the charges to which Gibson plead, 


ed guilty, he could be sentenced to a to- 
tal of 18 years in a federal penitentiary 
and fined up to $40,000. However, four of 
the other former officials who have been 
sentenced already have received prison 
terms ranging from one to two years af- 
ter pleading guilty to from two to seven 
charges. 


THOSE FORMER officials who were 


sentenced will not start serving their 
terms until Jan. 14, when they are to sur- 
render to U.S. marshals. They are eJn- 
kins, mayor from Z965 to 1969, who plead- 
ed guilty to seven charges and was sen- 
tenced to two years; Finger, mayor from 
1959 through 1965 and zoning board mem- 
ber from 1965 through 1970, who pleaded 
guilty to two counts and was sentenced 
to 18 months; and trustees Sloan and 
Noble, trustees from 1963 through 1971, 
who each pleaded guilty to two charges 
and were sentenced to one year apiece. 


Meyer, village trustee from 1965 to 


1969, pleaded guilty to four of 13 charges 
and will be sentenced Jan. 15. He did not 
plead guilty until Dec. 5, while the others 
pleaded guilty Nov. 9.

Credit economy slipping into red 
Business is booming—for collection agencies

If you have never received a due no- 


tice of an unpaid Christmas bill, it might 
be your turn this year. 


Collection agencies are reporting that 


people who have never fallen behind on 
bills before are slipping this year — 
thanks to a credit economy that is sliding 
more and more into the red. 


"Warnings of far-reaching shortages, 


the energy crisis and predictions of a re- 
cession with rising unemployment have 
not braked this headlong rush into a 
spending spree," said Leonard G. Rose, 
president of Chicago-based National Ac- 
count Systems Inc. Record Christmas 
sales are disturbing because so much of 
the trend involves buying on credit, he 
said. 


"At the first of the year when the bills 


come due, it's an open question whether 
they can pay in January what they spent 
the month before," said Rose of con- 
sumers. He already has begun to see the 
effects of economic flux. Delinquent ac- 
count* in the last quarter of 1973 showed 


Bill collectors have plenty of problems, too 


So you think you've got problems trying to pay those holi- 


day bills on time? Consider the headaches suffered by the bill 
collector, who must deal with nasty debtors every day. 


Some debtors do not want to pay, even when they are able. 


They resent raising inflation. They're fearful of their finan- 
cial future. They just plain feel bad, and for the first time in 
decades feel worse off than they were a year ago, according 
to University of Michigan researchers. 


Leonard G. Rose, president of National Accounts Systems 


Inc., Chicago, says tight money and high interest rates add to 


a consumer's woes. He says this pentup frustration and re- 
sentment is turned on the collector, who must remind people 
of their obligations. Some people even leave town to avoid 
their debts, Rose says. The number of these "skips" has 
increased substantially in the past year. 


Despite the increase in bad debt accounts expected for 1974, 


Rose sees some hope for the future. He notes that many 
families are adjusting to shortages and dislocations in their 
lifestyles. "Now if they can just display the same self-dis- 
cipline and control in their financial lives, 1974 could end up 
as one of the best years they've had!" 


a strong increase. The NAS business pro- 
cessed more than $150 million in receiv- 
ables, or overdue accounts, last year. At 
an average $100 a person, this represents 
1.5 million people who bought themselves 
a pack of trouble. 


"BAD TIMES MEAN more business 


for us, of course, but it does not neces- 
sarily mean better business," says Rose. 
Debtor reluctance shows up in poor col- 
legibility on accounts. Where the collec- 
tion industry averaged 40 per cent suc- 


cessful collections three years ago, the 
figure has sunk to 28 per cent. 


"So many people spend in anticipation 


of future income, and they can't realisti- 
cally comprehend the fact that their in- 
come can stop, period," said Rose. "In 


fact, even a disruption in earning pat- 
terns — temporary layoffs, strikes or 
simply a cutoff of overtime work — can 
push many families over the brink of fi- 
nancial disaster." 


Psychological reasons account for 


many of the uncollectible accounts, Rose 
contends. He says this unwillingness to 
pay creditors, plus the inflationary pres- 
sures expected in 1974, will magnify the 
problem. 


"During good times, when people opti- 


mistically overextended themselves, a 
large portion of bad debts involve dis- 
cretionary purchases: travel, recreation 
and luxury items," Rose explained. It's 
going to be more painful to cut down pur- 
chases in 1974, says Rose, because a 
higher portion of spendable income will 
be dedicated to necessities. 


AN EXAMPLE OF the problem is bad 


debt loss in the medical field. The bad 
debt loss was $1.2 billion in 1968. The fig-

stockpilers and meat freezers, the toilet 
paper.fanatics have joined the ranks. 


Area grocery store managers have re- 


ported a large increase in demand for 
the bathroom necessity and are ordering 
more for shortage-minded consumers. 


Although the paper shortage may seem 


real to local shoppers, reports from the 
East Coast indicate it may be one of 
.those word-of-mouth 
national hoaxes 


which occasionally sweep the country. 


In fact, paper company executives 


have taken ads on the East Coast to in- 
form customers frantic buying on toilet 
paper is unnecessary — there is plenty 
available. 


The well-publicized paper shortage has 


been blamed as one of the reasons for the 
demand, but store managers are quick to 
point out that customers are cleaning out 
supplies because they are afraid of being 
caught without tissue. - 


LARRY NAUMAN, director of public 


relations for Dominick's Finer Foods 
chain, said, "There's big consumer pres- 
sure in stocking up on it (toilet paper)." 


"We're finding shortages in many lines 


as well as toilet paper," he said. "But it 
is the crucial item." 


He added that toilet paper is moving 


well in all Dominick's local stores. Un- 
less the need for the tissue is anticipated 
in advance, replenishing supplies is diffi- 
cult because of the time factor involved 
in shipping the lightweight, bulky mate- 
rial, he explained. 


The toilet paper is usually shipped by 


railroad because of its bulk, and railroad 
arrangements take longer, Nauman said. 
Trucking costs are more expensive. 


BILL SUHRBUR, merchandising man- 


ager for M. Loeb Corp., Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, supplier for many small local 
stores, said the rush on toilet paper 
apparently started last week and that the 
supply pull came at the end of the week.

Kwik Foods, Roselle, said newspaper ad- 
vertisement for toilet paper brought 
people into the store about two weeks 
ago and that the store's supply was near- 
ly mopped up. 


He said there had been very few rolls 


on the shelves, but that he was expecting 
more yesterday. 


Bill Leark, manager for A&P Food 


Store, Arlington Heights, said he has had 
some difficulties in getting more toilet 
paper. He said he ordered about 38 cases 
of the material and that only 18 were 
shipped to the store. 
_A spokesman for High-Low Foods in 
Elk Grove Village said the stocks were a 
little lower than usual.

college? The very rich... and very poor

Jim's parents can't afford to send him 


to college. 


His family doesn't live In a poor neigh- 


borhood, his father has a steady welt- 
paying job. and there are only two chil- 
dren living at home. 


Jim Is from a middle-income family in 


the Northwest suburbs — and that's his 
problem. 


Hta family's income is not low enough 


to qualify for state or federal financial 
aid programs, but his family is not rich 
enough to afford four years of education 
at a state university and still pay the 
mortgage on their house. 


THAT IS NOT an unusual situation. In 


fact it is happening more often today 
than five years ago. The middle-income 
student is being squeezed out of the edu- 
cation market and in the suburbs, where 
the cost of living is high, a college educa- 
tion is a financial burden for many fami- 
lies. 


The average cost for one academic 


year at Northern Illinois University is 
now about $2,400. Most of the other state 
schools cost about the same as Northern, 
while private schools and . out-of-state 
schools cost much more. The price tag 
probably will be higher next year due to 
inflation and increased operating costs. 
Already, the state board of higher educa- 
tion has recommended a six per cent in- 
crease in tuition at state universities 
next year. 


But the problem is not only one of 


higher cost. There have been cutbacks 
this year in student financial aid pro- 


grams which mean fewer students will 
qualify for assistance. Since eligibility 
standards are based on income and fi- 
nancial need, students who just got in 
under the wire before, especially middle- 
income students, are now scratched from 
the list. 


W H A T 
THE eligibility standards 


don't take into account is the cost of 
living in the student's home area. It 
costs more to live in the suburbs than in 
other parts of the state, mainly because 
housing is more expensive. But when a 
student applies for financial aid he lists 


his family's income and it makes no dif- 
ference where he lives. 


"You're not living high off the hog if 


you're making $15,000 to $20,000 in this 
area," says Vincent Carioti, college 
counselor at Elk Grove High School. Be- 
cause financial. aid programs don't take 
the cost of living into account, students 
from the suburbs are at a disadvantage, 
he says. 


MIDDLE-INCOME students from the 


suburbs "get the least amount of aid," 
says Ronald Rosenthal, college counselor 
at Arlington High School, "and they feel 


the pinch more." State programs, such 
as the Illinois State Scholarship and 
grant programs, have higher eligibility 
standards than federal programs, he 
says, and have "loosened up a little bit 
to help the middle-class person." 


The Illinois State Scholarship Program 


should be commended, says James Kill- 
am, college counselor at Maine West 
High School. It's "probably the finest 
program in the country." But he adds 
that since the cost of college education is

up...

Standard Oil customers can expect 


to pay 5.8 cents more per gallon on 
both regular and premium gasolines 
starting today, while other com- 
panies already have increased gas 
prices. 


The increase is based on a 73 per 


cent hike on crude oil, said Carl 
Meyerdirk, a spokesman for Stan- 
dard Oil. The increase is being 
passed on to the retailer, who in turn 
passes the increase to the consumer, 
he sa'id. 


For the same reason, Sunoco Oil 


Co. yesterday hiked the price of its 
gasoline 2 cents a gallon. Shell Oil 
Co, increased prices by 1-cent per 
gallon, due, company officials said, 


to the towering costs of foreign and 
domestic crude oil. 


Many gasoline stations are ex- 


pecting deliveries from suppliers to 
replenish their pumps which have 
been emptied by the hoards of cus- 
tomers. Gas station managers had 
been juggling with gasoline supplies 
during the last days of the month by 
shortening business hours, imposing 
limits on gas or by shutting down 
completely. 


NOW, INDUSTRY officials 
and 


dealers are speculating that there 
will not be enough gasoline to last 
during the last few days of January 
because of reduced allocations to 
each station. 


"A great many dealers, as high as 


50 per cent, may well be closed the 


last few days of January for not sen- 
sibly rationing their gas," 
said Rob- 


ert Jacobs, secretary-treasurer of the 
Illinois Gasoline Dealers' Assn. 


He added that there would prob- 


ably be a "free market for the first 
three weeks with most dealers limit- 
ing sales to 3, 5 or 10 gallons there- 
after. 


Dealers are advised to assess their 


supply situation at midmonth and ad- 
just sales on that basis. Jacobs also 
suggested that dealers give stickers 
to regular customers so they can 
"take care of their regulars first." 


He also suggested that motorists 


ride public transportation one day a 
week for the welfare of the country 
and industry. "If we have rationing, 
everyone is going to be hurt."

There's at least one driver in the 


Northwest suburbs who doesn't have 
to bow to the almighty fuel pump.

He's Robert MeKee, owner of 


MeKee Engineering Corp. in Pala- 
tine, and for the past four years, he's 
been turning out prototypes of bat- 
tery-powered electric: cars. 


"There's been a lot of interest in 


eleetriC'powered cars lately," McKee 
said yesterday. But don't waste gas 
looking for a local electric-car dealer 
handling McKee's cars. His vehicles 
cost between $20,000 for the earlier 


You, too, can own McKee's Electric Vehicle... for $20,000. 


models to the $50,000 to $80,000 range 
for the latest designs. 


"Our background is more in the re- 


s e a r c h and development line," 
McKee said, explaining that large 
corporations are buying his pro- 
totypes for their own research. 


One of the latest projects is a van, 


and other vehicles include a golf 
cart, sports model and now a four- 
passenger model. 


ACCORDING TO McKec's figures, 


electric cars make sense for most ur- 
ban dwellers, who make trips aver- 
aging 7.2 miles and carrying 1.2 
people. 


"You can get about 75 miles on one 


charge in city driving," McKee said. 
His cars are capable of speeds up to 
02 miles per hour, well above the 
new speed restrictions expected to be 
set in the coming weeks. 


If the cars ever go into mass pro- 


duction, McKee's designs will need 
some revising to meet stringent U.S. 
safety standards. Because the bat- 
teries tend to make the small cars 
heavy the electric autos fall into 
stricter categories of safety features. 
But mass production isn't coming 
soon, at least for McKee's models. 


"It takes just an awful lot of mon- 


ey to set up a factory," McKee said. 
For now, all of the cars are built and 


designed by McKee and Michael Wil- 
liams, a Schaumburg resident who 
does the body styling for the electric 
cars. 


Before turning to the "car of the 


future," McKee worked with racing 
cars for 20 years. And surprisingly 
enough, the little city cars and big 
racing machines have many of the 
same problems. 


"With the electric cars, you have 


so little power, you have to use it to 
the best advantage. And with racing 
cars, you have a lot of power you 
have to use to best advantage," 
McKee explained. 


Vote coming 
for new Maryville 
school building?

A referendum to raise additional mon- 


ey to build the new Maryville school on 
the Maryville Academy grounds may be 
in the offing for voters in Dist. 26. 


The money would be used to improve 


the five-acre land parcel at the academy, 
on River Road north of Central Road in 
unincorporated Wheeling Township. The 
land has been deemed unsuitable for 
building by the Illinois Capital Devel- 
opment Board. 


Dist. 26 Supt. John Fridlund said the 


ICDB has estimated the cost of improv- 
ing the land at almost $70,000. "It would 
be difficult for us to pay anything like 
that with the current funds unless we cut 
back drastically in other areas." Frid- 
lund said a referendum to raise the mon- 
ey may be one alternative if the school 
board decides to stick with the selection 
of the Maryville site. 


"The question facing us now is whether 


or not the expense of improving the land 
merits keeping the site as our choice," 
Fridlund said yesterday. 


THE IDEA OF HOLDING a referen- 


dum to raise money to improve the site 
has also been suggested by Karen Zuck, 
a member of the Citizens' Action Com- 
mittee, which reviewed and proposed se- 
lection of the academy site. 


"I don't know of any other alternatives 


as far as other sites are concerned be- 
cause the committee checked out every 
available piece of property," Mrs. Zuck 
said yesterday. "I think all that is 
needed is to replace the fill at the site to 
make it suitable for building and I fore- 
see a referendum to raise the money be- 
cause I don't think the board has the 
funds." 


Mrs. Zuck said she is irritated that the 


board failed to discuss the problem at its 
last meeting even though board 
mem- 


bers were aware of the ICDB's opinion of 
the land site. "It seems to be one thing 
after another with this. It's almost like 
they don't want to build the school there 
even though it's the best site for a 
school." 


IDYLL NIPPER, another member of 


the Citizens' Action Committee, would 
not comment on the ICDB's memo- 
randum on the site until she has read the 
report and seen the engineer's study of 
the soil. 


"I'm 
sure the committee will meet 


again and reevaluate the situation," Miss 
Nipper says. "We are limited in our 
choice of sites because of the cost of land 
and we have already ruled out the junior 
high site (which was originally chosen as 
the building site) because of a lack of 
space and a need for a retention basin 
there." 


Miss Nipper says she hopes the school 


board will have complete information on 
the matter available at its meeting Tues- 
day night. 


Fridlund said the matter will receive 


high priority at the board meeting but he 
did not know what action, if any, would 
be taken in terms of solving the problem. 


THE NEW MARYVILLE school is to 


be built with $800,000 in state funds from 
the ICDB. Of that amount, $75.000 has 
been earmarked for land purchase. No 
amount of the state allocation has been 
set aside for land improvement. 


The new school was to be ready for use 


by September, but due to delays in site 
selection, district officials said this dead- 
line will be impossible to meet.

Credit economy slipping into red 
Business is booming—for collection agencies

If you have never received a due no- 


tice of an unpaid Christmas bill, it might 
be your turn this year. 


Collection agencies are reporting that 


people who have never fallen behind on 
bills before are slipping this year — 
thanks to a credit economy that is sliding 
more and more into the red. 


"Warnings of far-reaching shortages, 


the energy crisis and predictions of a re- 
cession with rising unemployment have 
not braked this headlong rush into a 
spending spree," said Leonard G. Rose, 
president of Chicago-based National Ac- 
count Systems Inc. Record Christmas 
sales are disturbing because so much of 
the trend involves buying on credit, he 
said. 


"At the first of the year, when the bills 


come due, it's an open question whether 
they can pay in January what they spent 
the month before," said Rose of con- 
sumers. He already has begun to see the 
effoets of economic flux. Delinquent ac- 
counts in the last quarter of 1973 showed 


Bill collectors have plenty of problems, too 


So you think you've got problems trying to pay those holi- 


day bills on time? Consider the headaches suffered by the bill 
collector, who must deal with nasty debtors every day. 


Some debtors do not want to pay, even when they are able. 


They resent raising inflation. They're fearful of their finan- 
cial future. They just plain feel bad, and for the first time in 
decades feel worse off than they were a year ago, according 
to University of Michigan researchers. 


Leonard G. Rose, president of National Accounts Systems 


Inc., Chicago, says tight money and high interest rates add to 


a consumer's woes. He says this pentup frustration and re- 
sentment is turned on the collector, who must remind people 
of their obligations. Some people even leave town to avoid 
their debts, Rose says. The number of these "skips" has 
increased substantially in the past year. 


Despite the increase in bad debt accounts expected for 1974, 


Rose sees some hope for the future. He notes that many 
families are adjusting to shortages, and dislocations in their 
lifestyles. "Now if they can just display the same self-dis- 
cipline and control in their financial lives, 1974 could end up 
as one of the best years they've had!" 


a strong increase. The NAS business pro- 
cessed more than $130 million in receiv- 
ables, or overdue accounts, last year. At 
an average S100 a person, this represents 
1,5 million people who bought themselves 
a pack of trouble. 


"BAD TIMES MEAN more business 


for us, of course, but it does not neces- 
sarily mean better business," says Rose. 
Debtor reluctance shows up in poor col- 
legibility on accounts. Where the collec- 
tion industry averaged 40 per cent suc- 


cessful collections three years ago, the 
figure has sunk to 28 per cent. 


"So many people spend in anticipation 


of future income, and they can't realisti- 
cally comprehend the fact that their in- 
come can stop, period," said Rose. "In 


fact, even a disruption in earning pat- 
terns - temporary layoffs, strikes or 
simply a cutoff of overtime work — can 
push many families over the brink of fi- 
nancial disaster." 


Psychological reasons 
account for 


many of the uncollectible accounts, Rose 
contends. He says this unwillingness to 
pay creditors, plus the inflationary pres- 
sures expected in 1974, will magnify the 
problem. 


"During good times, when people opti- 


mistically overextended themselves, a 
large portion of bad debts involve dis- 
cretionary purchases: travel, recreation 
and luxury items," Rose explained. It's 
going to be more painful to cut down pur- 
chases in 1974, says Rose, because a 
higher portion of spendable income will 
be dedicated to necessities. 


AN EXAMPLE OF the problem is bad

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Moonlighting 
policemen do it 
mostly for profit

In Wheeling, some are pumping gas. In 


Mount Prospect, they are standing 
around in department stores, while in 
Buffalo Grove, they are walking through 
construction sites. 


They all are moonlighting policemen, 


whether their after-hours employment is 
arranged through their respective police 
departments or on their own, Mostly, 
they are working for extra money, al- 
though some feet jobs such as depart- 
ment store detective are good training 
for their police career. 


All three departments permit police- 


men to work extra jobs and. although 
departmental regulations vary, each in- 
sists that the extra job not interfere with 
their police duties. 


Lt. Ronald Nelson estimates that 5 of 


23 men In the Wheeling Police Depart- 
ment have outside part-time jobs. He 
said he knows of three who pump gas 
and two who drive cement trucks for a 
local construction firm. 


For any "police-related, guard-type 


ditty," Nelson said an outside employer 
must contract for a policeman's service 
with the Village of Wheeling. He said this 
is done so that the policeman's regular 
pension and simitar benefits and insur- 
ance will still cover him while he is on 
outside guard duty. 


tME GUARD CATEGORY of jobs cov- 


ers department stores, rock concerts, 
circuses. Christmas duty at the post of- 
fice and the like. 


"We contemplated forbidding all out- 


side jobs," Nelson said, "but we felt it 
would be unfair," Rules were drawn up 
after other area departments' policies 
were investigated. These rules were then 
approved by the policemen. 


As in Buffalo Grove and Mount Pros- 


pect. Wheeling policemen are forbidden 
to sell liquor or work in an establishment 
that does, including operations like bowl- 
ing alleys with lounges. Wheeling police 
chief Peter Guttilla also must approve 
any outside job. 


Nelson said Guttilla Is "pretty liberal" 


about what jobs the men can take. 
Freshman policemen are "highly dis- 
couraged" from taking an outside job be- 
cause it might Interfere with their train- 
ing. Nelson added. 


IN MOUNT PROSPECT, the situation 


is more liberal. There is no hour limita- 
tion on outside jobs (such as the 20-hour 
limitation in Wheeling) and the police 
chief does not have to approve the job, 
although he is informed of the outside 
employment. 


"It hasn't been a problem," Police 


Chief Bert Giddens said, "There is no 
order on hours yet." 


Although the exact number of Mount 


Prospect policemen who moonlight was 


not available, one patrolman, who works 
part-time as a guard in a store at the 
Randhurst Shopping Center, guessed that 
about 90 per cent of the force at one time 
or another moonlights. 


As in Wheeling, extra-hour assign- 


'ments at sporting events, circuses and 
similar activities are handled on a first- 
come, first-serve signup basis with the 
employer hiring through the village. De- 
partment store guard duty is handled 
strictly between the employers and the 
policemen, however. 


Most Mount Prospect policemen who 


moonlight do so as a store detective, usu- 
ally at Randhurst, because it is the big- 
gest shopping center in the area. How- 
ever, the policemen have worked at oth- 
er stores, particularly when they first 
open and have not as yet hired their own 
full-time security force. The men either 
can wear their uniforms or act as under- 
cover agents. 


BUFFALO GROVE policemen pick up 


most of their extra jobs by guarding con- 
struction sites. The builders contract 
with the village for the men. Some men 
work at banks too. 


Chief Harry Walsh, who does not have 


to approve such jobs, said he knows of no 
one in the department who has a non- 
guard-type of job, such as working in a 
gas station. 


All of the policemen who moonlight 


and talked with The Herald admitted 
they do it mainly for the money, particu- 
larly at holiday time. "It pays for Christ- 
mas. It makes it a lot easier and a lot 
happier," as one man put it. 


One policeman said he is down to being 


a store guard one day a week, although 
he had worked more when he had his 
children's medical and educational bills 
to pay for. The extra cash appears wel- 
come in times of financial stress. 


Yet a couple of men said they felt act- 


ing as a store detective helps them 
sharpen their investigative techniques 
and awareness. All agreed that being a 
policeman, however, is first.

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Who can afford 
college? The very rich... and very poor

Jim's parents can't afford to send him 


to college. 


His family doesn't live in a poor neigh- 


borhood, his father has a steady well- 
paying job. and there are only two chil- 
dren living at home. 


Jim is from a middle-income family in 


the Northwest suburbs — and that's his 
problem. 


His family's Income is not low enough 


to qualify for state or federal financial 
aid programs, but his family is not rich 
enough to afford four years of education 
at a state university and still pay the 
mortgage on their house. 


THAT IS NOT an unusual situation. In 


fact it is happening more often today 
than five years ago. The middle-income 
student is being squeezed out of the edu- 
cation market and in the suburbs, where 
the cost of living is high, a college educa- 
tion is a financial burden for many fami- 
lies. 


The average cost for one academic 


year at Northern Illinois University is 
now about $2,400. Most of the other state 
schools cost about the same as Northern, 
while private schools and out-of-state 
schools cost much more. The price tag 
probably will be higher next year due to 
inflation and increased operating costs. 
Already, the state board of higher educa- 
tion has recommended a six per cent in- 
crease in tuition at state universities 
next year. 


But the problem is not only one of 


higher cost. There have been cutbacks 
this year in student financial aid pro- 


grams which mean fewer students will 
qualify for assistance 
Since eligibility 


standards are based on income and fi- 
nancial need, students who just got in 
under the wire before, especially middle- 
income students, are now scratched from 
the list. 


W H A T 
THE eligibility standards 


don't take into account is the cost of 
living in the student's home area. It 
costs more to live in the suburbs than in 
other parts of the state, mainly because 
housing is more expensive. But when a 
student applies for financial aid he lists 


his family's income and it makes no dif- 
ference where he lives. 


"You're not living high off the hog if 


you're making $15,000 to $20,000 in this 
area," says Vincent Carioti, college 
counselor at Elk Grove High School. Be- 
cause financial aid programs don't take 
the cost of living into account, students 
from the suburbs are at a disadvantage, 
he says. 


MIDDLE-INCOME students from the 


suburbs "get the least amount of aid," 
says Ronald Rosenthal, college counselor 
at Arlington High School, "and they feel 


the pinch more." State programs, such 
as the Illinois State Scholarship and 
grant programs, have higher eligibility 
standards than federal programs, he 
says, and have "loosened up a little bit 
to help the middle-class person." 


The Illinois State Scholarship Program 


should be commended, says James Kill- 
am, college counselor at Maine West 
High School. It's "probably the finest 
program in the country." But he adds 
that since the cost of college education is

Standard Oil customers can expect 


to pay 5,8 cents more per gallon on 
both regular and premium gasolines 
starting today, while other com- 
panies already have increased gas 
prices. 


The increase is based on a 73 per 


cent hike on crude oil, said Carl 
Meyerdirk, a spokesman for Stan- 
dard Oil, The increase is being 
passed on to the retailer, who in turn 
passes the increase to the consumer, 
he said. 


For the same reason, Sunoco Oil 


Co. yesterday hiked the price of its 
gasoline 2 cents a gallon. Shell Oil 
Co. increased prices by 1-cent per 
gallon, due, company officials said, 


to the towering costs of foreign and 
domestic crude oil. 


Many gasoline stations are ex- 


pecting deliveries from suppliers to 
replenish their pumps which have 
been emptied by the hoards of cus- 
tomers. Gas station managers had 
been juggling with gasoline supplies 
during the last days of the month by 
shortening business hours, imposing 
limits on gas or by shutting down 
completely. 


NOW, 
INDUSTRY 
officials 
and 


dealers are speculating that there 
will not be enough gasoline to last 
during the last few days of January 
because of reduced allocations to 
each station. 


"A great many dealers, as high as 


50 per cent, may well be closed the 


last few days of January for not sen- 
sibly rationing their gas," said Rob-- 
ert Jacobs, secretary-treasurer of the 
Illinois Gasoline Dealers' Assn. 


He added that there would prob- 


ably be a "free market for the first 
three weeks with most dealers limit- 
ing sales to 3, 5 or 10 gallons there- 
after. 


Dealers are advised to assess their 


supply situation at midmonth and ad- 
just sales on that basis. Jacobs also 
suggested that dealers give stickers 
to regular customers so they can 
"take care of their regulars first." 


He also suggested that motorists 


ride public transportation one day a 
week for the welfare of the country 
and industry. "If we have rationing, 
everyone is going to be hurt."

ACCORDING TO McKee's figures, 


electric cars make sense for most ur- 
ban dwellers, who make trips aver- 
aging 7.2 miles and carrying 1,2 
people. 


"You can get about 75 miles on one 


charge in city driving," McKee said. 
His cars are capable of speeds up to 
62 miles per hour, well above the 
new speed restrictions expected to be 
set in the coming weeks. 


If the cars ever go into mass pro- 


duction, McKee's designs will need 
some revising to meet stringent U.S. 
safety standards. Because the bat- 
teries tend to make the small cars 
heavy the electric autos fall into 
stricter categories of safety features. 
But mass production isn't coming 
soon, at least for McKee's models. 


"It takes just an awful lot of mon- 


ey to set up a factory," McKee said. 
For now, all of the cars are built and 


designed by McKee and Michael Wil- 
liams, a Schaumburg resident who 
does the body styling for the electric 
cars. 


Before turning to the "car of the 


future," McKee worked with racing 
cars for 20 years. And surprisingly 
enough, the little city cars and big 
racing machines have many of the 
same problems. 


"With the electric cars, you have 


so little power, you have to use it to 
the best advantage. And with racing 
cars, you have a lot of power you 
have to use to best advantage," 
McKee explained. 


Local busline 
doing better, but 
not yet in black

Bidership on Metron Systems commu- 


ter buslines was up 50 per cent last 
month compared to November. But the 
young company still is not breaking 
even. 


About 1,900 passengers boarded Met- 


ron's buses in December — nearly 600 
more than the previous months, says 
company president Claude Luisada. 


But Metron still lost money on its over- 


all December operation. 


The ridership figures do not include 


charter runs of last month's free rides to 
downtown Arlington Heights for Christ- 
mas shoppers. 


Metron finished November, the last 


month for which figures are available, 
with a deficit of about $3,200. In October, 
the company lost nearly $4,500. 


With the increase in riders, Decem- 


ber's deficit is expected to be the smal- 
lest in Metron's brief four-month history, 
and Luisada said yesterday that he re- 
mained optimistic on the future of the 
company. 


HE ATTRIBUTED December's in- 


crease in ridership to four basic factors: 


• Greater public awareness of the bus 


service. 


• Cold, snowy weather that dis- 


courages private automobile trips to the 
station. 


• The ever-increasing cost of oper- 


ating a car. 


• Genuine concern over gasoline sup- 


plies and individual rationing. 


He said that final financial figures on 


December's operation have not been pre- 
pared, but that preliminary indications 
are that revenues doubled during the 
month. 


More riders and charter contracts 


were the reason for the increase. 


Luisada said Metron increased its 


sales of January monthly passes 20 per 
cent yesterday over Monday. 


There are plans, he said, for a promo- 


tional campaign later this month, and 
also a likelihood that the company will 
acquire additional buses for more com- 
muter bus routes. 


METRON NOW operates three rush 


hour commuter routes driving residents 
of the Ivy Hill, Northgate, Berkley 
Square, Windsor Woods and Surrey 
Ridge areas to and from the Arlington 
Heights train station. 


The service also extends to Buffalo 


Grove's Mill Creek subdivision, directly 
north of Northgate. 


The cost of a monthly pass is $15; $1 


one-way and $1 50 for a single round trip. 
Information on routes and schedules is 
available from Metron at 398-5660. 


Door-to-door, dial-a-bus service is ex- 


pected to begin later this month, Luisada 
said. The service, which will operate dur- 
ing the non-rush hours, has been delayed 
because of tie-ups with the supply of two- 
way radios for the buses. 


Dial-a-bus unlimited monthly passes 


will cost $20; a monthly youth pass (un- 
der 18) is $15; monthly seniors pass 
(over 55) is $131; a single one-way trip is 
50 cents; a single round trip is 75 cents. 


Metron Systems Corp. has a one-year 


contract with the Village of Arlington 
Heights to operate its vehicles.

Credit economy slipping into red 
Business is booming—for collection agencies 


by LEA TONKIN 


If you have never received a due no- 


tice of an unpaid Christmas bill, it might 
be your turn this year. 


Collection agencies are reporting that 


people who have never fallen behind on 
bills before are slipping this year — 
thanks to a credit economy that is sliding 
more and more into the red. 


"Warnings of far-reaching shortages, 


the energy crisis and predictions of a re- 
cession with rising unemployment have 
not braked this headlong rush into a 
spending spree," said Leonard G. Rose, 
president of Chicago-based National Ac- 
count Systems Inc. Record Christmas 
sales are disturbing because so much of 
the trend involves buying on credit, he 
said. 


"At the first of the year, when the bills 


come due, it's an open question whether 
they can pay in January what they spent 
the month before," said Rose of con- 
sumers. He already has begun to see the 
effects of economic flux. Delinquent ac- 
counts in the last quarter of 1973 showed 


Bill collectors have plenty of problems, too 


So you think you've got problems trying to pay those holi- 


day bills on time? Consider the headaches suffered by the bill 
collector, who must deal with nasty debtors every day. 


Some debtors do not want to pay, even when they are able. 


They resent raising inflation. They're fearful of their finan- 
cial future. They just plain feel bad, and for the first time in 
decades feel worse off than they were a year ago, according 
to University of Michigan researchers. 


Leonard G. Rose, president of National Accounts Systems 


Inc., Chicago, says tight money and high interest rates add to 


a consumer's woes. He says this pentup frustration and re- 
sentment is turned on the collector, who must remind people 
of their obligations. Some people even leave town to avoid 
their debts, Rose says. The number of these "skips" has 
increased substantially in the past year. 


Despite the increase in bad debt accounts expected for 1974, 


Rose sees some hope for the future. He notes that many 
families are adjusting to shortages and dislocations in their 
lifestyles. "Now if they can just display the same self-dis- 
cipline and control in their financial lives, 1974 could end up 
as one of the best years they've had!" 


a strong increase. The NAS business pro- 
cessed more than $150 million in receiv- 
ables, or overdue accounts, last year. At 
an average $100 a person, this represents 
1.5 million people who bought themselves 
a pack of trouble. 


"BAD TIMES MEAN more business 


for us, of course, but it does not neces- 
sarily mean better business," says Rose. 
Debtor reluctance shows up in poor col- 
lectibllity on accounts. Where the collec- 
tion industry averaged 40 per cent suc- 


cessful collections three years ago, the 
figure has sunk to 28 per cent. 


"So many people spend in anticipation 


of future income, and they can't realisti- 
cally comprehend the fact that their in- 
come can stop, period," said Rose. "In 


fact, even a disruption in earning pat- 
terns — temporary layoffs, strikes or 
simply a cutoff of overtime work — can 
push many families over the brink of fi- 
nancial disaster." 


Psychological 
reasons 
account for 


many of the uncollectible accounts, Rose 
contends. He says this unwillingness to 
pay creditors, plus the inflationary pres- 
sures expected in 1974, will magnify the 
problem. 


"During good times, when people opti- 


mistically overextended themselves, a 
large portion of bad debts involve dis- 
cretionary purchases: travel, recreation 
and luxury items," Rose explained. It's 
going to be more painful to cut down pur- 
chases in 1974, says Rose, because a 
higher portion of spendable income will 
be dedicated to necessities.

in advance, replenishing supplies is diffi- 
cult because of the time factor involved 
in shipping the lightweight, bulky mate- 
rial, he explained.
